WHEREAS, Michael A. Figures was indeed a leader among men 
in all aspects of his life and service; a distinguished Alabamian whose lead- 
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ership and accomplishments were widely acknowledged and beneficial to 
all Alabama citizens; and 


WHEREAS, born on October 13, 1947, to the Reverend Coleman 
Figures and the late Mrs. Augusta Figures, in Mobile, Alabama, Mr. Fig- 
ures was a faithful member of Green Grove Missionary Baptist Church 
where his father is pastor; and 


WHEREAS, he attended the University of Nebraska in 1966-1967, 
received his Bachelor of Arts Degree in History from Stillman College in 
1969, and earned his Juris Doctorate Degree from the University of Ala- 
bama School of Law in 1972; and 


WHEREAS, he was a member and partner in the law firm of Fig- 
ures, Jackson, and Harris, and a prominent and highly regarded member of 
the Alabama Senate, who had ably represented District 33 in Mobile County 
since 1978, and had served as Senate President Pro Tempore since 1995; 
and 


WHEREAS, he was further a forceful and energetic leader in the 
Democratic Party, serving in such capacities as past treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic Party in 1989; vice chairman of the Alabama Delegation of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in 1980; and as a delegate to the 1984, 1988, 
and 1992 Democratic Conventions; and 


WHEREAS, Michael Figures also was an active member of the 
Alabama Bar Association and the Alabama Lawyers Association, and played 
a central role in and served as president of the New South Coalition, a 
political caucus he helped to found in the 1980s that brought blacks and 
whites together as a powerful coalition; and 


WHEREAS, most especially, Michael Figures was a true leader in 
the legislative arena; his command of the legislative process and, most par- 
ticularly, his grasp of legislative rules and parliamentary procedure were 
masterful; and his skills and abilities as a communicator and arbitrator, and 
at compromise and persuasion were without equal; and 


WHEREAS, we will long remember his warmth, humor, intellect 
and strength of character, as well as the professionalism and pride he brought 
to this body—indeed, he will be sorely missed; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we are grievously sad- 
dened by the death of Michael A. Figures, our comrade and friend, and, by 
copy of this resolution, extend our very deepest sympathy to his devoted 
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wife and our freshman colleague, Vivian Davis Figures; his beloved sons, 
Jelani Anthony, Shomari Coleman, Akil Michael, and Derrick Demond; 
and to other close family members and friends.

REPORT OF THE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION COMMISSION 
TO THE 1997 REGULAR SESSION OF THE 
ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 


The State Judicial Compensation Commission met on January 31, 
1997, in Montgomery, Alabama, and hereby files its report to the 1997 
Regular Session of the Legislature of the State of Alabama. 


The Commission has considered the matter of recommending the 
salary to be paid from the state treasury for all judges except probate and 
municipal judges. 


It is, therefore, recommended to the Legislature of the State of Ala- 
bama that the salaries of the circuit judges paid from the state treasury be 
fixed at $1,000.00 above the maximum amount authorized for attorneys in 
the classified service of the State and that no increase in the salary of circuit 
and district judges caused by the adoption of this report by the Legislature 
be used as a basis to increase any local supplement. 


It is also recommended to the Legislature that the salaries of jus- 
tices of the supreme court and the judges of the appellate and district courts, 
which are paid from the state treasury, be fixed at the same ratios and amounts 
established by Act No. 111 of the 1990 Regular Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama. 


The Commission is aware of the disparity in the compensation of 
circuit and district judges caused by varying amounts of local supplements 
to state salaries. Under our State Constitution, this Commission only has 
the authority to fix judicial salaries paid from the state treasury. We, there- 
fore, cannot remedy these many local disparities. We do, however, urge the 
Legislature to address the problem. 


The Commission, all five members being present, authorizes its 
Chairman to sign this report which was adopted by majority vote of the 
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Commission on January 31, 1997, at Montgomery, Alabama.

“(a) As used in this section the following words shall have the mean- 
ings ascribed to them as follows: 


“(1) CONTRACTOR. Any natural person, partnership, company, 
firm, corporation, association, limited liability company, cooperative, or 
other legal entity licensed by the Alabama state licensing board for general 
contractors. 


“(2) NONRESIDENT CONTRACTOR. A contractor +he which 
is neither G a. organized and existing under the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama, nor G¥ b. maintains its principal place of business in the State of 
Alabama. A nonresident contractor whe which has maintained a permanent 
branch office within the State of Alabama for at least five continuous years 
shall not thereafter be deemed to be a nonresident contractor so long as sueh 
the contractor continues to maintain a branch office within Alabama. 


“(3) RETAINAGE. That money belonging to the contractor which 
has been retained by the awarding authority conditioned on final comple- 
tion and acceptance of all work in connection with a project or projects by 
the contractor. 


“(b) Unless otherwise provided in the specifications, partial pay- 
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ments 44H shall be made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar 
month, or as soon thereafter as practicable, on the estimates made and ap- 
proved by the awarding authority. In preparing estimates, the material de- 
livered on the site, materials suitably stored and insured off-site, and prepa- 


ratory work done may be taken into consideration. 


“(c) In making such the partial payments, there shall be retained 
not more than five percent of the estimated amount of work done and the 
value of materials stored on the site or suitably stored and insured off-site, 
and after 50 percent completion has been accomplished, no further retainage 
wi shall be withheld. The retainage abeve as set out above shall be held 
until final completion and acceptance of all work covered by the contract 
unless the escrow or deposit arrangement described in subsection(d} ofthis 
section subsections (e) and (f) is utilized. In addition to other requirements, 
a nonresident contractor shall satisfy the awarding authority that he or she 
has paid all taxes due and payable to the State of Alabama or any political 
subdivision thereof prior to receiving final payment for contract work. When 
maintenance periods are included in the contract covering highways and 
bridges or similar structures, such periods shall be considered a component 
part of the contract. On completion and acceptance of each separate build- 
ing, public work or other divisions of the contract, on which a price is stated 
separately in the contract or can be separately ascertained, payment may be 
made in full, including the retained percentage thereof, less authorized de- 
ductions. Nothing in this section shall,hewever, be interpreted to require 
the awarding authority to make full payment on an item of work when such 
item of work is an integral part of a complete improvement. 


“(d) In lieu of the retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) 
of this section, the awarding authority may provide in the specifications or 
contracts an alternate procedure providing for the maintenance of an es- 
crow account, as provided in subsection (e) or the depositing of security as 
eae in mene ee 


“(e) Fhe An escrow account, er established pursuant to an escrow 
agreement, shall be entered into only on the following conditions: 


“(1) If the contractor shall have entered into more than one con- 
struction contract allowing for the maintenance of escrow accounts, the 
contractor may elect to combine the amounts held in lieu of retainage under 
each contract into one or more escrow accounts or may elect to establish a 
separate escrow account for each contract. 


“(2) Only state or national banks chartered within the State of Ala- 
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bama or savings and loan associations domiciled in the State of Alabama 
may serve as an escrow agent. 


“(3) The escrow agent must limit the investment of funds held in 
escrow in lieu of retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) of this 
section to savings accounts, certificates of deposit or similar time deposit 
investments (which may, at the election of the contractor, be in an amount 
in excess of the maximum dollar amount of coverage by the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation, the Federal Savings & Loan Insurance Cor- 
poration, or other similar agency), U. S. treasury bonds, U. S. treasurer 
notes, U. S. treasurer certificates of indebtedness, U. S. treasury bills, bonds 
or notes of the State of Alabama or bonds of any political subdivision of the 
State of Alabama. 


“(4) As interest on all investments held in escrow becomes due, it 
shall be collected by the escrow agent and paid to the contractor. 


“(5) The escrow agent shall periodically acknowledge to the award- 
ing authority and contractor the amount and value of the escrow account 
held by the escrow agent, and any additions to the escrow account by the 
awarding authority shall be reported immediately to the contractor. With- 
drawals from the escrow account shall only be made subject to the written 
approval of the awarding authority. 


“(6) Upon default or overpayment, as determined by the awarding 
authority, of any contract or contracts subject to this procedure, and upon 
the written demand of the awarding authority, the escrow agent shall within 
10 days deliver a certified cashier’s check to the awarding authority in the 
amount of the escrow account balance (subject to the redemption value of 
such investments at the time of disbursement) relating to the contract or 
contracts in default. 


“(7) The escrow account may be terminated upon completion and 
acceptance of the contract or contracts as provided in subsections (c) and 
 (h) of this section. 


“(8) All fees and expenses of the escrow agent shall be paid by the 
contractor to the escrow agent and if not paid shall constitute a lien on the 
interest accruing to the escrow account and shall be paid therefrom. 


“(9) The escrow account shall constitute a specific pledge to the 
awarding authority, and the contractor shall not, except to his surety, other- 
wise assign, pledge, discount, sell or transfer his interest in said escrow 
account, the funds in which shall not be subject to levy, garnishment, at- 
tachment or any other process whatsoever. 
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“(10) The form of the escrow agreement and provisions thereof in 
compliance herewith, as well as such other provisions as the awarding au- 
thority shall from time to time prescribe, shall be subject to written ap- 
proval of the awarding authority. The approval of the escrow agreement by 
the awarding authority shall authorize the escrow agent to accept appoint- 
ment in such capacity. 


“(11) The awarding authority shall not be liable to the contractor 
or his surety for the failure of the escrow agent to perform under the escrow 
agreement, or for the failure of any financial institution to honor invest- 
ments issued by it which are held in the escrow account.

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Section 1. Section 40-21-80, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“§40-21-80. 


“(a) For the purpose of this article, the following terms shall have 
the respective meanings ascribed by this section: 


“(1) DEPARTMENT. The Department of Revenue of the State of 
Alabama. 


“(2) DOMESTIC WATER. All water except water that is sold to 
persons for use or consumption in industrial processes and not primarily 
for human consumption. 


“(3) GROSS RECEIPTS. The value proceeding or accruing from 
the furnishing of utility services, all receipts actual and accrued, without 
any deduction on account of the cost of the utility services sold, the cost of 
the materials used, labor or service cost, interest paid, or any other ex- 
penses whatever, and without any deductions on account of losses. 


“(4) GROSS SALES. The value proceeding or accruing from the 
furnishing of utility services, and including the proceeds from the sale of 
any utility services handled on consignment by the taxpayer, without any 
deduction on account of the cost of the utility services sold, the cost of the 
materials used, labor or service cost, interest paid, or any other expenses 
whatever, and without any deductions on account of losses. 


“(5) PERSON. An individual, firm, copartnership, association, 
trust, receiver, corporation, or other entity, and shall specifically include 
the State of Alabama, every county in the State of Alabama, every munici- 
pal corporation in the State of Alabama, the United States of America and 
its agencies and every public corporation or entity organized under the laws 
of the United States of America or under the laws of any state of the United 
States of America and operating in the State of Alabama, as well as every 
private or nonpublic entity. 


“(6) RETAIL SALE. All sales except those defined herein as whole- 
sale sales. 


“(7) TAXPAYER. Any person liable for taxes under the provi- 
sions of this article. 


“(8) UTILITY. Every person regularly engaged in furnishing util- 
ity services to another person in the State of Alabama. 
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“(9) UTILITY SERVICES. Electricity, domestic water, natural 
gas, telegraph services, and telephone services; provided, however, that 
“utility services” shall not mean electricity, domestic water, natural gas, 
telephone services, or telegraph services stored, used, or consumed by a 
utility regularly engaged in furnishing the same such service to the public. 


“(10) WHOLESALE SALE. A sale or exchange of utility services 
by a utility to any person or any other utility engaged in the resale of such 
utility services in the regular course of business. 


“(11) TELEPHONE SERVICES. Local telephone service and 
intrastate toll telephone service, private communications service, teletype- 
writer, and computer exchange service. The term “telephone services” in- 
cludes transmission by or through any media such as wires, cables, micro- 
waves, light waves, or any combination of those or similar media. It in- 
cludes, but is not limited to, telephone services sold by motels and hotels to 
their customers or to others, telephone services sold by colleges and univer- 
sities to their students or to others, and telephone services sold by hospitals 
to their patients or to others. The term “telephone services” shall not include: 


“(i) Telephone services provided through any pay telephone; 


“ci1) Any excise, franchise, or similar tax or like fee or assessment 
levied by the United States, by the State of Alabama, or by any political 
subdivision, upon the purchase, sale, use, or consumption of any telephone 
services, which tax, fee, or assessment is collected by the seller from the 
purchaser; 


“(iii) The furnishing of any telephone services for resale, including 
access charges paid by an interexchange carrier, provided that any utility 
making a sale of telephone services for resale shall obtain a certificate from 
the purchaser of such services certifying that such services are purchased 
for the purpose of resale, the form of the certification to be determined by 
rules and regulations to be promulgated by the department; 


“cCiv) Charges for customer premises equipment, including such 
equipment that is leased or rented by the customer from any source; 


“(v) Cable television service, paging services, specialized mobile 
radio, or cellular mobile service; or 


“(vi) Services which are ancillary to the provision of telephone ser- 
vice but are not directly related to the transmission of voice, data, or infor- 
mation such as directory advertising and installation and repair of equip- 
ment and inside wiring. 
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“The term “local telephone service” means the access to a local 
telephone system, and the privilege of telephonic-quality communication 
with substantially all persons having telephone stations constituting a part 
of such local telephone system. 


“The term “toll telephone service” means (A) a telephonic-quality 
communication for which there is a toll charge which varies in amount 
according to the distance and elapsed transmission time of each individual 
communication, or (B) a service that entitles the subscriber or user, upon 
the payment of a periodic charge that is determined as a flat amount or upon 
some basis of total elapsed transmission time, or upon some combination 
thereof, to the privilege of an unlimited number of telephonic communica- 
tions to or from all or a substantial portion of the persons having telephone 
or radio telephone stations in a specified area which is outside the local 
telephone system area in which the station provided with this service is 
located. The term “toll telephone service” includes wide-area telephone 
service charges. 


“The term “private communications service” means a communica- 
tion service that entitles the subscriber or user to exclusive or priority use of 
a communication channel or group of channels, regardless of whether such 
channel or group of channels may be connected through switching with a 
service described in this subparagraph. 


“The terms “teletypewriter” and “computer exchange service” mean 
the access from a teletypewriter, telephone, computer, or other data station 
of which such station is a part, and the privilege of intercommunication by 
such station with substantially all persons having teletypewriter, telephone, 
computer, or other data stations constituting a part of the same teletype- 
writer or computer exchange system. The terms “teletypewriter” and “com- 
puter exchange service” do not include the storage of data or information 
for subsequent retrieval, the retrieval of data or information, or the process- 
ing, or reception and processing, of data or information intended to change 


its form or content, and the term “computer exchange service” does not 


include the Internet or access thereto. 


“The term “Internet” means interconnecting networks which are 
connected to network access points by a communications system, consist- 
ing mainly of telephone land lines, both dial-up and leased, which are ob- 
tained from existing line suppliers. 


“The term “intrastate,” as applied to telephone services, includes 
only those services originating and terminating wholly in this state. 


“(b) “Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other such 
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words of reference shall refer to this article as a whole, and not solely to the 
particular section or portion of this article in which any such word may be 
used. 


“(c) The definitions set forth in this section shall be deemed appli- 
cable whether the words defined are used in the singular or the plural.”

“(d) COMMUNITY COUNCIL. A local council composed of 
people with a developmental disability and their family members who su- 
pervise the implementation of the program in its designated community con- 
sistently with the policies and procedures of the regional council. 


“(e) DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITY. A severe chronic dis- 
ability of a person that: 


“(1) Is attributable to a mental or physical impairment or a combi- 
nation of mental and physical impairments. 


“(2) Is manifested before the person attains the age of 22, except in 
he case of traumatic brain injury in which age is not a factor. 
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“(3) Is likely to continue indefinitely. 


“(4) Results in a substantial functional limitation in three or more 
of the following major life activities: 


a. Capacity for independent living. 
“b. Economic self-sufficiency. 

c. Learning. 

“d. Mobility. 

e. Receptive and expressive language. 
“f. Self care. 

g. Self-direction. 


(5) Reflects a need of the person for a combination and sequence 
of special, interdisciplinary, or generic care, treatment, or other services 
that are of lifelong or extended durations and are individually planned and 
coordinated. 


“(f) FAMILY. The person or persons with whom the person with a 
developmental disability resides and who is primarily responsible for the 
physical care, health, and nurturing of the individual with a developmental 
disability. The term does not include hospitals, sanitariums, nursing homes, 
group homes, or any other similar institution. 


“(g) FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE. A monetary payment to an eli- 
gible person with a developmental disability and the family of a child with 
a developmental disability needed to defray the cost of social services re- 
lated to the disability. Financial assistance includes, but is not limited to, 
cash subsidies, cash allowances, cash vouchers, or reimbursement to en- 
able eligible persons to acquire social services or medical services. 


“(h) INDIVIDUAL AND FAMILY SUPPORTS. Goods, services, 
and financial assistance to an individual with a developmental disability or 
the family of such an individual that are provided to meet the goals of: 4)

“(21) Transportation. 


“(22) Vocational and employment supports. 


“G) MEMORANDUM _OF UNDERSTANDING, A document 
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which establishes or clarifies the specific details of an agreement between 
two or more parties. 


“€) (1) PROGRAM. The Individual and Family Support Program 
created in Section 38-9A-2. 


“ (k) REGIONAL SUPPORT COUNCIL. A regional council 
composed of people with developmental disability and their family mem- 
bers that supervise the implementation of the program in its designated 
region. 


“§38-9A-2. 


“(a) The Individual and Family Support Program is created and 
shall be administered through a system of regional support councils and 
their affiliated community councils and a state council. One regional sup- 
port council is created and incorporated as a private nonprofit corporation 
in each of the ftve mental retardation regions as defined by the department 
Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation. The regional sup- 
port councils and their affiliated community councils may receive and ac- 
cept funds, real estate, and other items of value from state agencies and 
other organizations, and enter into any necessary agreements and contracts 
for the purposes of implementing this chapter. Councils may employ ad- 
equate staff personnel including a state coordinator to implement the pro- 
gram.

SJR 38. . MOURNING THE DEATH OF FORMER JUSTICE 
OSCAR ADAMS OF BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA. 


WHEREAS, it is with profound sorrow that the Alabama Legisla- 
ture records the death of former State Supreme Court Justice Oscar Adams 
on February 15, 1997, at the age of 72 years; and 


WHEREAS, Justice Adams, a native of Birmingham, Alabama, 
received his Bachelor’s degree from Talladega College and earned his LLD 
from Howard University in Washington, D.C. in 1947; and 


WHEREAS, a distinguished Alabamian, Justice Adams practiced 
law for 33 years and earned a reputation as a brilliant civil rights lawyer, 
representing the Southern Christian Leadership Conference and the NAACP 
during the 1960s and 1970s; and 


WHEREAS, Justice Adams, whose leadership and accomplishments 
were widely acknowledged, was appointed by Governor Fob James to a 
vacancy in the Alabama Supreme Court in 1980, becoming the first Afri- 
can-American to serve on the court, and, in 1982, the first to win a state- 
wide elective race for a constitutional office in Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, a learned, able, and competent jurist and lawyer, Jus- 
tice Adams won reelection in 1988, serving a total of 13 years on the Su- 
preme Court before retiring on October 31, 1993; and 


WHEREAS, left to cherish the memories of Justice Oscar Adams 
are his devoted wife, Anne-Marie; and five children, Oscar III, Gail, Ted, 
Kynath, and Kevin; and 


WHEREAS, Justice Adams’s wealth of knowledge, keen memory, 
and insight into legal issues won for him the respect of fellow jurists and 
attorneys throughout the State of Alabama who often sought, and were 
willingly given, his sage advice; now therefore, 
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the State of Alabama 
is indeed deeply indebted to the late Justice Oscar Adams for his outstand- 
ing service. Oscar Adams will long be remembered for his wealth of knowl- 
edge, steadfast loyalty to his friends and colleagues, and his undaunted 
courage to speak out on his convictions.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the incorporation of the Alabama Revolving Loan Fund

principal amount of bonds for the purpose of making grants of revolving 
loan funds to the several regional planning and development commissions;

and interest on the bonds proceeds from the levy of the privilege or license 
tax on cellular radio telecommunication service to the extent necessary to 
pay the principal and interest at their respective maturities; to provide for 
the details of the bonds and for the terms of sale thereof; to provide that the 
bonds shall be limited obligations of the Authority payable solely out of the 
funds so appropriated and pledged and will not create a debt or obligation 
of the State; to provide that the bonds and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from taxation in this State and the bonds may be used to secure 
deposits of funds of this State and its political subdivisions, instrumentali- 
ties and agencies, and for investment of fiduciary funds; to provide that the 
Department of Economic and Community Affairs shall perform adminis- 
trative and recordkeeping functions on behalf of the Authority; to provide 
for the dissolution of the Authority and to provide for an effective date, 
subject to the passage of Senate Bill of the 1997 Regular Legislative 
Session. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases used in 
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this act, and others evidently intended as the equivalent thereof, shall, in the 
absence of clear implications herein otherwise, be given the following re- 
spective interpretations herein: 


“Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant to 
the provisions of this act. 


“Board of Directors” means the board of directors of the Alabama 
Revolving Loan Fund Authority. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this act. 


“Grantee” means the several existing regional planning and develop- 
ment commissions, as provided for in Sections 11-85-50 through 11-85-73. 


“Revolving Loan Funds” means the monies provided by the sale of 
the bonds pursuant to the provisions of this act. These monies may be 
combined with or used to facilitate access to either federal funds or founda- 
tion grants or loans, or to leverage private sector financing that may be 
available for initial or “seed” capital, long or short term fixed asset or equip- 
ment loans or working capital for local economic development projects for 
improving, developing, or financing new, existing, or expanding business 
or industry, to preserve or create employment pursuant to Section 41-23- 
50, Code of Alabama 1975. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other equivalent 
words refer to this act as an entirety and not solely to the particular section 
or portion thereof in which such words are used. 


The definitions set forth above shall be deemed applicable whether 
the words defined are used in the singular or plural. Whenever used herein, 
any pronoun or pronouns shall be deemed to include both singular and plu- 
ral to cover all genders. 


Section 2. The Governor, or his designee, the Finance Director, the 
Lieutenant Governor, or his designee, the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, or his designee, the Chairman of the Regional Revolving Loan 
Policy Committee, and the President of the Alabama Association of Re- 
gional Councils, or his designee shall become a public corporation with the 
powers provided for in this act by proceeding according to the provisions of 
Section 3 of this act. 


Section 3. (a) To become the public corporation authorized by this 
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act, the Governor, the Finance Director, and the President of the Alabama 
Association of Regional Councils shall present to the Secretary of State of 
Alabama an application signed by them which shall set forth: 


(1) The name, official designation, and official residence of each 
of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission evidenc- 
ing each applicant’s right to office; 


(2) The date on which each applicant was inducted into office and 
the term of office of each applicant; 


(3) The name of the proposed public corporation, which shall be 
the Alabama Revolving Loan Fund Authority; and 


(4) The location of the principal office of the proposed corpora- 
tion. The applicants may also include in the said application any other 
matters which are not inconsistent with this act or with any of the other 
laws of the state. 


(b) The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the 
applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this state to take 
acknowledgements to deeds. 


(c) The Secretary of State shall examine the application and, if he 
or she finds that it substantially complies with the requirements of this sec- 
tion, he or she shall receive and file it and record it in an appropriate book 
of records in his or her office. 


Section 4. (a) When the application has been made, filed, and re- 
corded as provided in this act, the applicants shall constitute a corporation 
under the name proposed in this application, and the Secretary of State 
shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursu- 
ant to this act, under the great seal of the state, and shall record the certifi- 
cate with the application. 


(b) There shall be no fees paid to the Secretary of State for any 
service rendered or work performed in connection with the Authority, its 
incorporation, dissolution or records. 


Section 5. (a) The applicants named in the application and their 
respective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Author- 
ity. The Governor, or his designee, shall be the president of the Authority; 
the Finance Director shall be the vice-president thereof; and the President 
of the Alabama Association of Regional Councils, or his designee shall be 
the secretary thereof. The State Treasurer shall be the treasurer of the 
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Authority, shall act as custodian of its funds until the allocations are dis- 
bursed to the several regional! planning commissions pursuant to Section 10 
of this act and shall pay the principal and the interest on the bonds of the 
Authority out of the funds provided for in this act. The members of the 
Authority shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of the 
Authority, and any four members of the board of directors shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person hold the posi- 
tion named in this act cease to hold such office by reasons of death, resigna- 
tion, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, then his suc- 
cessor in office shall take his place as an officer and member of the board of 
directors of the Authority. No officer or member of the board of directors 
shall draw any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for any 
service he or she may render or for any duty he or she may perform in 
connection with the Authority. 


(b) All proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be 
reduced to writing by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by at 
least four members of the Authority present at the proceedings and shall be 
recorded in a substantially bound book and filed in the office of the secre- 
tary of state. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the secretary of 
the Authority, under the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all counts 
as prima facie evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 6. The Authority shall have the following powers: 


(1) to have succession by its corporate name until dissolved as 
provided in this article; 


(2) to institute and defend legal proceedings in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction and proper venue; provided, that the Authority may not be 
sued in any trial court other than the courts of the county in which is located 
the principal office of the Authority; provided further, that the officers, 
directors, and agents of the Authority may not be sued for action on behalf 
of the Authority in any trial court other than the courts of the county in 
which is located the principal office of the Authority; 


(3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at 
pleasure; 


(4) to establish a fiscal year; 


(5) to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the 
revenues appropriated and pledged in this act; 


(6) to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges pro- 
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vided for in this article as security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on its bonds; 


(7) to contract with the Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs to perform the administrative and recordkeeping func- 
tions necessary for the successful implementation of this act, which shall! 
include but shall not be limited to the function delineated in Section 10 
herein; and 


(8) to appoint and employ such attorneys and agents as the Au- 
thority may require to fulfill the corporate purposes of the Authority and in 
exercising the foregoing powers. 


Section 7. Authorization to Issue Bonds and Purposes Thereof. 
The Authority is authorized to sell and issue its bonds in the aggregate 
principal amount of $12,000,000 for the purpose of making grants to the 
twelve regional planning and development commissions, which shall be uti- 
lized by the grantees as revolving loan funds. 


Section 8. Details Respecting the Bonds. The Bonds of the Au- 
thority shall be signed by its president and attested by its secretary and the 
seal of the Authority shall be affixed thereto or a facsimile of such seal shall 
be printed or otherwise reproduced thereon; provided, that (a) a facsimile of 
the signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such Bonds in lieu of being manually subscribed 
thereon and (b) a facsimile of the signatures of both of the said officers may 
be printed or otherwise reproduced on such Bonds in lieu of being manually 
affixed thereof if the Authority, in its proceedings with respect to issuance 
of the Bonds, provides for manual authentication of such Bonds and the 
secretary designates a trustee or paying agent or named individuals who are 
employees of the state and who are assigned to the finance department or 
the state treasurer’s office of the state to authenticate the Bonds. Any Bonds 
of the Authority may be executed and delivered by it any time and from 
time to time and shall be in such form or forms and such denomination or 
denominations and of such tenor and maturity or maturities, shall bear such 
rate or rates of interest, which may be variable rates, shall be payable at 
such times and evidenced in such manner, and may contain such other pro- 
visions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution 
of the board of directors of the Authority under which such Bonds are au- 
thorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a 
specified maturity date later than twenty years after its date. Any bond of 
the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the option of the Au- 
thority at such times and after such notice and on such conditions and at 
such redemption price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under 
which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that those Bonds of the Au- 
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thority having specified maturity dates more than ten years after their date 
shall be made subject to redemption at the option of the Authority not later 
than the end of the tenth year after their date, and on any interest payment 
date thereafter, under such terms and conditions and at such redemption 
price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under which such Bonds 
are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold at such 
price or prices and at such time or times as the board of directors of the 
Authority may consider advantageous, either at public or private sale and 
by negotiation or by competitive bid. Bonds of the Authority sold by com- 
petitive bid must be sold, whether on sealed bids or at public auction, to the 
bidder whose bid reflects the lowest true interest cost to the Authority for 
the Bonds being sold, computed from their date to their respective maturities; 
provided, that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received, it may reject 
all bids. The Authority may fix the terms and conditions under which each 
sale of Bonds may be held; provided, that such terms and conditions shall 
not conflict with any of the requirements of this act. Subject to the provi- 
sions and limitations contained in this act, the Authority may from time to 
time sell and issue refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding any ma- 
tured or unmatured Bonds of the Authority then outstanding. Such refund- 
ing Bonds shall be subrogated and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges 
to which the Bonds refunded thereby were entitled. The Authority may pay 
out of the proceeds of the sale of its Bonds attorneys’ fees and the expenses 
of issuance which the board of directors may deem necessary and advanta- 
geous in connection with the issuance of such Bonds. Bonds issued by the 
Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be 
payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged thereof in Section 
9 hereof. As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the 
Bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered to 
pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are appro- 
priated and pledged in Section 9 hereof for payment of such principal and 
interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence in 
the order of the adoption of the resolutions containing such pledges; pro- 
vided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding bonds shall have the 
same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. 
All contracts made and all bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the 
provisions of this act shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Au- 
thority and shall not constitute or create an obligation or debt of the State of 
Alabama. All Bonds issued by the Authority and the income therefrom 
shall be exempt from all taxation in the state. Any Bonds issued by the 
Authority may be used by the holder thereof as security for any funds be- 
longing to the state, or to any political subdivision, instrumentality of agency 
of the state, in any instance where security for such deposits may be re- 
quired by law. Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction 
thereof, or the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, 
administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, 
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in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law and with the 
exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in Bonds of the 
Authority. Neither a public hearing not consent of the department of fi- 
nance of the state or any other department or agency shall be a prerequisite 
to the issuance of the Bonds by the Authority. The Bonds issued under the 
provisions of this act shall be legal investments for funds of the Teachers’ 
Retirement System of Alabama, the Employees’ Retirement System of Ala- 
bama, and the State Insurance Fund. 


Section 9. Appropriation of Revenues to the Authority; Pledge 
Thereof for the Benefit of the Bonds. For the purpose of providing funds to 
enable the Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of 
and interest on any Bonds issued by it under the provisions of this act and to 
accomplish the objects of this act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to 
these purposes, and hereby appropriated the amount that may be necessary 
for those purposes from the receipts from the privilege or license tax on 
providers of cellular radio telecommunication services levied in Section 40- 
21-121, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 10. Alabama Department of Economic and Community 
Affairs to Perform Administrative Functions; Allocations to Grantees. 


(a) The Alabama Department of Economic and Community Af- 
fairs (ADECA) shall perform the centralized administrative and 
recordkeeping functions for the Authority. ADECA shall ensure that grant- 
ees utilize their allocations of grant monies efficiently and effectively as 
revolving loan funds, subject to approval by the regional revolving loan 
policy committee, provided for in Section 41-23-51, Code of Alabama 1975. 
ADECA shall secure from the grantees all information regarding the dis- 
bursements of revolving loan funds, terms and conditions of the revolving 
loans that are approved, jobs created and other information deemed neces- 
sary by the Authority to assess the respective revolving loan programs of 
the grantees. ADECA shall cause audits to be conducted on the utilization 
of revolving loan funds by grantees upon the request of the Authority. 


(b) ADECA shall not deduct from the net bond proceeds any ad- 
ministrative costs, service charges, salaries or fees for the performance of 
these functions on behalf of the Authority. 


(c) ADECA shall make grants of equal amounts to the twelve re- 
gional planning and development commissions (grantees) from the net pro- 
ceeds derived from the sale of the Authority’s bonds within thirty days fol- 
lowing the sale of the bonds. 


Section 11. Disbursements of Funds. Out of the revenues appro- 
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priated and pledged in Section 9 hereof, the state treasurer is hereby autho- 
rized and directed to pay the principal of the interest on the Bonds issued by 
the Authority under the provisions of this act, as the said principal and 
interest shall respectively mature, and the state treasurer is further autho- 
rized and directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining 
thereto. 


Section 12. Dissolution of the Authority. At any time when no 
Authority Bonds or refunding Bonds are outstanding, the Authority may be 
dissolved upon the filing with the Secretary of State of an application for 
dissolution, which shall be subscribed by each of the directors of the Au- 
thority and sworn to by each director before an officer authorized to take 
acknowledgments to deeds. Upon the filing of the application for dissolu- 
tion, the Authority shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and 
record the application for dissolution in an appropriate book of record in 
his or her office, and shall make and issue, under the great seal of the state, 
a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record the certificate 
with the application for dissolution. Title to all property held in the name of 
the Authority shall be vested in the state upon dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 13. Severability. The provisions of this act are severable. 
If any part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara- 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. Effective Date. This act shall become effective imme- 
diately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other- 
wise becoming a law; provided, however, that notwithstanding the forego- 
ing, this act shall not become effective until such time as that certain act 
which was introduced as Senate Bill in the 1997 Regular Legislative 
Session becomes law.

(a) The commission shall be composed of six voting citizen mem- 
bers who during their term of office may not serve as an elected state or 
local official. The presiding officer of each house of the Legislature shall 
appoint three members who shall serve at the pleasure of the appointing 
authority. Vacancies shall be filled by the appointing authority who ap- 
pointed the vacating member. 


(b) The following persons, or their designees, shall serve as ex of- 
ficio nonvoting members of the commission: The Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Retirement Systems of Alabama; the Personnel Director of the State 
Personnel Board; the State Comptroller; the Executive Director of the Ala- 
bama State Employees Association; the Executive Director of the Associa- 
tion of County Commissions of Alabama; the Director of the Administra- 
tive Office of Courts; the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission 
on Higher Education; the Chancellor of the Department of Postsecondary 
Education; the State Superintendent of Education; and the Governor. 


(c) The appointed members of the commission shall annually elect 
a chair and vice chair to serve in that capacity for one year and until a 
successor is elected by the appointed members and assume their responsi- 
bilities. Ex officio members may be elected chair or vice chair. 


(d) Each state department, agency, and office shall cooperate with 
and provide requested material to the commission. Each appointed member 
of the commission shall have the power to administer oaths, take testimony, 
subpoena and compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of all 
books, papers, records, or documents deemed material or pertinent to any 
subject within the scope of its studies and investigations. 


(e) Appointed commission members shall be reimbursed for actual 
and necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties on the 
commission at the same rate and subject to the same requirements as pro- 
vided by law for state employees, to be paid out of the General Fund upon 
warrants drawn on the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the 
chair of the commission. 


(f) The commission shall study those aspects of compensation pay- 
able to public officers and employees as provided herein, and shall make an 
annual report to the Legislature, the Governor, and to the Judicial Compen- 
sation Commission. The report shall include recommendations and com- 
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ments relating to its ongoing studies, including, but not limited to, recom- 
mendations on each of the following issues: 


(1) The salary and expense allowances to be paid to all officers and 
employees of the executive, legislative, and judicial branches of govern- 
ment of this state who are not members of the merit system. 


(2) Any constitutional, statutory, or administrative changes deemed 
useful or necessary for providing a more equitable and uniform application 
of compensation, expense reimbursement, retirement, and other benefits 
offered to officers and employees of the executive, legislative, and judicial 
branches of government who are not members of the merit system of gov- 
ernment of this state. 


(3) Specific suggestions for providing methods or procedures, to 
be administered at the county level, for the equitable and uniform applica- 
tion of compensation, expense reimbursement, retirement, and other ben- 
efits for county officers and employees. 


(4) Specific suggestions for providing more equitable and uniform 
application of compensation, expense reimbursement, retirement, and other 
benefits offered to officers and employees of two-year postsecondary edu- 
cational institutions and four-year institutions of higher education. 


(g) The commission shall make its annual report to the Legislature, 
the Governor, and the Judicial Compensation Commission not later than 
December 19, 1997, for the 1998 Regular Legislative Session, and not later 
than three weeks prior to the first legislative day of each regular session, 
beginning with the 1999 Regular Session.

In particular, the 
committee shall study methods of addressing budgetary related legislation 
early enough in a legislative session to afford deliberate and reasoned con- 
sideration of all applicable issues.

SPECIAL ORDER 
BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the special, paramount, 
and continuing order of business for today, the first of which was the Bill: 


SB 300. Toestablish the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board as the state agency responsible for regulating and enforcing state and 
federal laws prohibiting the sale of tobacco or tobacco products to minors; 
to provide permits for the distribution of tobacco or tobacco products; to 
authorize the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to promulgate 
rules and regulations; and to provide penalties for violations. 


The Standing Committee on Governmental Affairs reported the 
following amendment to the Bill, SB 300, to-wit: 


AMENDMENT TO SB 300 


Amend SB 300 on Page 6, line 3, after the word “funding” by 
inserting the following language: 


“if available,” 


On motion of Senator Mitchell, said amendment was laid on the 
table. 


Senator Mitchell then offered the following substitute for the Bill, 
SB 300, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 300 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board as the 
state agency responsible for regulating and enforcing state and federal laws 
prohibiting the sale of tobacco or tobacco products to minors; to provide 
permits for the distribution of tobacco or tobacco products; to authorize the 
Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to promulgate rules and regula- 
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tions; and to provide penalties for violations. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. It is the intent of the Legislature to prohibit access to 
tobacco and tobacco products by minors and thereby prevent all of the 
following: 


(1) The possibility of addiction to tobacco or tobacco products by 
minors. 


(2) Potential health problems associated with the use of tobacco or 
tobacco products. 


(3) The failure by this state to comply with federal guidelines or 
grant funding requirements, when applicable, which relate to the establish- 
ment by the state of programs and policies dealing with the sale of tobacco 
or tobacco products to minors. 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following terms have the 
following meanings unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 


(1) BOARD. The Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 


(2) DISTRIBUTION. To sell, barter, exchange, or give tobacco or 
tobacco products for promotional purposes or for gratis. 


(3) MINOR. Any person under the age of 19 years. 

(4) PERSON. Any natural person, firm, partnership, association, 
company, corporation, or other entity. Person does not include a manufac- 
turer or wholesaler of tobacco or tobacco products. 

(5) PROOF OF IDENTIFICATION. Any one or more of the fol- 
lowing documents used for purposes of determining the age of a person 
purchasing, attempting to purchase, or receiving tobacco or tobacco prod- 
ucts: 


a. A valid driver’s license issued by any state and bearing the 
photograph of the presenting person. 


b. United States Uniform Service Identification. 
c. A valid passport. 


d. A valid identification card issued by any state agency for the 
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purpose of identification and bearing the photograph and date of birth of 
the presenting individual. 


e. For legal mail order purposes only a valid signed certification 
that will verify the individual is 19 years of age or older. 


(6) RESPONSIBLE VENDOR PROGRAM. A program adminis- 
tered by the board to encourage and support vendors in training employees 
in legal and responsible sales practices. 


(7) SAMPLER. Any business or person who distributes tobacco 
or tobacco products for promotional purposes. 


(8) TOBACCO or TOBACCO PRODUCTS. Tobacco or any prod- 
uct containing tobacco, including, but not limited to, the following: 


a. Cigarettes. 

b. Cigars. 

c. Chewing tobacco. 
d. Snuff. 

e. Pipe tobacco. 

f. Smokeless tobacco. 


(9) TOBACCO PERMIT. A permit issued by the board to allow 
the permit holder to engage in the distribution of tobacco or tobacco prod- 
ucts at the location identified in the permit. 


Section 3. The board, in conjunction with federal, state, and local 
law enforcement agencies, shall enforce state and federal laws that prohibit 
the distribution of tobacco or tobacco products to minors. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing, for purposes of inspections and enforcement actions under- 
taken pursuant to this section, minors may be enlisted to attempt to pur- 
chase or purchase tobacco products, provided that such persons shall have 
the prior written consent of a parent or legal guardian, and provided further 
that such persons shall be directly supervised during the conduct of each 
inspection or enforcement action by an enforcement agent of the board, or 
by a sheriff or head of police of any county, city, town or other political 
subdivision, or by a deputy or officer thereof. No minor may misrepresent 
his or her age for the purpose of purchasing or attempting to purchase 
tobacco products. If questioned about his or her age during an attempt to 
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purchase or receive tobacco products, a minor shall state his or her true 
age. A photograph or video recording of any minor assisting in an inspec- 
tion or enforcement action shall be taken prior to the investigation. The 
appearance of a minor participating in an inspection or enforcement action 
shall not be altered. 


Section 4. Pursuant to its rule making authority, the board may 
promulgate rules and regulations that have the full force and effect of law, 
for purposes of, but not limited to, the following: 


(1) Establishing permits for the distribution of tobacco or tobacco 
products. 


(2) Preventing the distribution of tobacco products to minors. 


(3) Conducting annual random compliance tests to assure compli- 
ance with applicable state and federal guidelines regarding the distribution 
of tobacco or tobacco products to minors. The tests may utilize minors and 
may involve any person or location engaged in the distribution of tobacco. 


Section 5. The board may use funding, if available, from the 
Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation, other state or fed- 
eral agencies, grants, and private or public organizations to enforce this act 
and to provide and distribute tobacco prevention materials to retail tobacco 
merchants. The materials shall provide information regarding state and 
federal laws that prohibit access to tobacco or tobacco products by minors 
and other appropriate information. The board may also provide consulta- 
tion services for establishing programs to minimize or eliminate sales of 
tobacco or tobacco products to minors pursuant to the responsible vendor 
program. 


Section 6. No tobacco or tobacco product, except cigars, shall be 
distributed unless in an original factory-wrapped container. This prohibi- 
tion also applies to the distribution of single cigarettes and packages con- 
taining less than 20 cigarettes. 


Section 7. (a) Any person who distributes tobacco products within 
this state shall first obtain a permit from the board for each location of 
distribution. There is no fee for the permit. 


(b) Any person who maintains a tobacco or tobacco product vend- 
ing machine on his or her property in this state shall first obtain a permit 
from the board for each machine at each machine location. The permit for 
each machine shall be posted in a conspicuous place on the machine. 
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(c) A permit shall be valid only for the location specified in the 
permit application. 


(d) A permit is not transferrable or assignable and shall be renewed 
annually. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if a location for which a permit is 
obtained is sold or transferred, the permit shall be transferred to the person 
obtaining control of the location and shall be valid for 30 days after the 
transfer during which time a new permit shall be obtained. 


(e) If feasible, the board may, by rule or regulation, establish pro- 
cedures for the issuance and renewal of permits which combine tobacco 
permit procedures with the application and licensing procedures for alco- 
holic beverages. 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any person to distribute tobacco 
or tobacco products without first obtaining from the board the appropriate 
permit. Failure to obtain or display a valid permit by January 1, 1998, shall 
result in issuance of a warning citation. The board shall conduct an infor- 
mation and education campaign by its Responsible Vendor Program Divi- 
sion to inform distributors of tobacco products at retail or in vending ma- 
chines of the requirements of this law. Failure to obtain or display a valid 
permit pursuant to this act after January 1, 1998, shall constitute a misde- 
meanor offense. Each violation for selling tobacco products without a valid 
permit shall! be treated as a separate offense and be punishable as follows: 
For the first violation by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) 
nor more than five hundred dollars ($500) and for each subsequent viola- 
tion by a fine of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than one 
thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500). 


Section 9. (a) Subject to the Alabama Administrative Procedure 
Act, Chapter 22 of Title 41, Code of Alabama 1975, the board shall have 
full and final authority as to the suspension or revocation for cause of any 
permit issued pursuant to this act. 


(1) The board may appoint a hearing commission of at least three 
persons which may do all of the following: 


a. Hear and decide all contested applications for permits. 
b. Hear and decide all charges against any permit holder or em- 
ployee of a permit holder for violations of this act, the law, or the regula- 


tions of the board. 


c. Revoke or suspend permits as provided in this act. 
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d. Levy administrative fines upon permit holders or employees of 
permit holders. 


(2) No member of the hearing commission shall participate in the 
hearing or disposition of any application for a permit or charge against a 
permit holder or an employee of a permit holder if he or she has an interest 
therein or was involved in the investigation. 


(b) The board, or a hearing commission appointed by the board, 
upon finding that a permit holder or any partner, member, employee, of- 
ficer, or director of the permit holder has violated any of the laws of this 
state or the United States relating to the manufacture, sale, possesston, or 
transportation of tobacco or tobacco products or that the permit holder has 
acted in a manner prejudicial to the welfare, health, peace, temperance, and 
safety of the people of the community or of the state, may upon due notice 
and hearing, levy administrative fines or suspend or revoke the permit is- 
sued by the board, or a combination of all three. In all cases where the 
board or hearing commission shall levy an administrative fine, or suspend 
or revoke a permit, it shall set forth its findings of fact, the evidence from 
which the findings of facts are made, and the reasons upon which its actions 
are based. 


(c) The fines as specified in subsection (e) of this act shall be 
applicable per each violation. The permit holder or employee shall remit 
the administrative fine to the board within seven calendar days from the day 
that the administrative fine is levied. Failure by the permit holder to pay the 
administrative fine within that time period shall result in an automatic sus- 
pension of the permit until the administrative fine is paid. 


(d) The maximum length of suspension of a permit pursuant to this 
act shall be one year. A permit holder shall be ineligible to hold a permit 
pursuant to this act for the location where the violation occurred until the 
expiration or removal of the suspension. A permit holder whose permit is 
revoked by the board or the hearing commission shall be, at the discretion 
of the board or hearing commission, ineligible to hold a permit pursuant to 
this act until the expiration of one year from the date the permit is revoked 
at the location where the violation occurred. 


(e) The following administrative fines may be levied for violations 
of this act against valid permit holders or employees, or both: 


(1) Upon conviction for a first violation by the permit holder or an 
employee of the permit holder, the board or hearing commission may offer 
the permit holder an opportunity to provide training sessions administered 
by the Responsible Vendor Program Division in lieu of an administrative 
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fine upon the permit holder and the employee, if the violation is by an em- 
ployee, of not more than two hundred dollars ($200). 


(2) Upon conviction of a second violation at the same location within 
a two-year period, the board or hearing commission may levy an adminis- 
trative fine upon the permit holder and the employee, if the violation is by 
an employee, of not more than four hundred dollars ($400). 


(3) Upon conviction of a third or subsequent violation within a 
two-year period, the board or hearing commission may levy an administra- 
tive fine upon the permit holder and the employee, if the violation is by an 
employee, of not more than seven hundred fifty dollars ($750). 


(4) Upon conviction of a fourth or subsequent violation within a 
two-year period, the board or hearing commission may levy an administra- 
tive fine upon the permit holder and the employee, if the violation is by an 
employee, of not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) and may suspend 
or revoke the permit. 


(f) Before imposition of any administrative fine, the permit holder 
shall be afforded all procedural rights to due process in addition to those 
rights guaranteed by the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act, Chapter 
22 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 10. All funds collected pursuant to this act shall be depos- 
ited into the General Fund. There is hereby annually appropriated to the 
board up to one million dollars ($1,000,000) for implementing, administer- 
ing, and enforcing this act. The expenditure of the appropriated sums shall 
be budgeted and allotted pursuant to the Budget Management Act and Ar- 
ticle 4 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 11. The board shall issue an annual report to the Gover- 
nor, the Legislature, and the Attorney General concerning compliance by 
state retail merchants with this act. The report shall contain all of the 
following: 


(1) The total number of retail distributors of tobacco products, cat- 
egorized by type of retail outlet. 


(2) The number of citations reported to the board, categorized by 
type of retail outlet. 


(3) The total number of successful compliance checks, categorized 
by type of retail outlet.

(4) The extent and nature of organized educational and government 
activities intended to promote, encourage, or otherwise secure compliance 
with state and federal laws prohibiting the sale or distribution of tobacco 
products to minors. 


(5) Information as to the level of access and availability of tobacco 
products to minors. 


(6) Noted impediments to implementation of this act, as well as 
recommendations for alleviating the same. 


Section 12. (a) An advisory board shall be established to monitor 
the implementation of this act. The advisory board shall meet at least quar- 
terly. Representation shall consist of one representative from each of the 
following: 

(1) The Office of the Governor. 

(2) The Office of the Attorney General. 

(3) The Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation. 

(4) The Department of Public Health. 

(5) The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 


(6) The Senate as appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. 


(7) The House of Representatives as appointed by the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. 


(b) The membership of the board shall be inclusive and reflect the 
racial, gender, geographic, urban/rural, and economic diversity of the state. 


(c) The chair of the advisory board shall be a representative from 
the board who shall be responsible for the conduct of the meetings and any 
correspondence derived therefrom. 


(d) Other than the legislative appointees, each representative shall 
be appointed by his or her respective department head, and shall hold the 
appointment for a one-year term. 


(e) A representative may be reappointed as deemed appropriate by 
his or her department head, or in the case of legislative appointees, the 
Lieutenant Governor or Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
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(f) The advisory board may issue written recommendations for pro- 
gram modification to the board. 


Section 13. It is unlawful for any minor to purchase, use, possess, 
or transport tobacco or tobacco products within this state. It shall not be 
unlawful for a minor employee of a tobacco permit holder to handle, trans- 
port, or sell tobacco or tobacco products if the minor employee is acting 
within the line and scope of employment and the permit holder, or an em- 
ployee of the permit holder who is 21 years of age or older, is present. 


Section 14. Any tobacco or tobacco product found in the posses- 
sion of a minor is contraband and subject to seizure by law enforcement. 
Any minor violating Section 13 of this act shall be issued a citation similar 
to a uniform nontraffic citation and shall be fined not less than ten dollars 
($10) nor more than fifty dollars ($50) for each violation. The minor may, 
at the discretion of the court, be required to attend local tobacco education 
classes or perform up to 25 hours of community service, or both. Any 
statute or law to the contrary notwithstanding, disposition of any violation 
shall be within the jurisdiction of the district or municipal court and not the 
juvenile court. Violations shall not be considered criminal offenses and 
shall be administratively adjudicated by the district or municipal court. 


Section 15. This act shall be read in pari materia with Section 
13 A-12-3, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 17. This act shall become effective on the first day of the 
third month following its passage and approval by the Governor, or its 
otherwise becoming law.

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rate documentation of the events taking place throughout the nation during

The uni- 
versity system shall provide educational services for the greater community 
including adult education and advanced education for mature students, pri- 
vate citizens, and service men and women. The Troy State University Sys- 
tem shall provide an academic, cultural, and social environment that fosters 
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individuality and develops productive members of society. The mission of 
the Troy State University System shall be accomplished by providing ser- 
vices to students and the greater community through the utilization of its 
staff and facilities and through research, creative activities, superior teach- 
ing, scholarship, and public service.”

The Legislature of Alabama finds and declares all of the 
following:

10th Day - March 6, 1997 


(1) On Sunday, March 7, 1965, citizens seeking their voting rights 
were beaten as they attempted to cross the Edmond Pettus Bridge in Selma, 
Alabama. 


(2) The initial impetus for the march on March 7, 1965, derived 
from the killing of Jimmy Lee Jackson in Marion, Alabama, and the major- 
ity of the citizens on said march were citizens of Perry County, Alabama, 
who had traveled in a processional from Marion via Highway 14 to Selma, 
Alabama. 


(3) On March 21, 1965, the Selma to Montgomery March brought 
international attention to the State of Alabama. 


(4) Over 25,000 people marched together in a fight for the right to 
vote, free and fair from any discrimination. 


(5) Due in part to the effort of the participants in the Selma to 
Montgomery March, the federal government enacted the Voting Rights Act 
of 1965, thereby protecting the right of all citizens to vote. 


(6) The Selma to Montgomery March inspired people from nations 
all over the world, including South Africa and Poland, to proclaim and fight 
for their right to vote and is an international symbol for the right to vote. 


(7) On September 19, 1996, the United States Secretary of Trans- 
portation designated the Selma to Montgomery Scenic Byway as an All- 
American Road under the National Scenic Byways Program. 


(8) The National Park Omnibus Act of 1996 officially established 
the Selma to Montgomery National Historic Trail, consisting of 54 miles, 
of city streets and U.S. Highway 80 from Brown Chapel A.M.E. Church in 
Selma to the State Capitol Building in Montgomery, Alabama. 


(9) The Selma to Montgomery March made America a true democ- 
racy by providing the impetus by which all citizens of the United States of 
America are allowed to exercise their constitutional right to vote. 


(10) The rich history and notoriety surrounding the Selma to Mont- 
gomery March has had a tremendous impact on educating people about 
voting rights and promoting tourism and economic development in the State 
of Alabama, but designation of the “International Voting Rights Trail” and 
creation of the International Voting Rights Trail Commission will enable 
the people of Alabama to make an even greater impact on future genera- 
tions. 
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Section 2. U.S. Highway 80 from Selma to Montgomery is hereby 
designated the “International Voting Rights Trail.” 


Section 3. (a) There is created an International Voting Rights Trail 
Commission. The commission shall be responsible for educating people 
about the significant historical events associated with the trail and the vot- 
ing rights movement and promoting economic development and tourism in 
connection with the trail inclusive of counties and cities that were sites of 
significant events that impacted the trail’s inception. The commission may 
receive funds from any legal source and disburse said funds in furtherance 
of its mission. 


(b) The commission shall coordinate its efforts with the Alabama 
Historical Commission, the Alabama Department of Transportation, the 
Alabama Development Office, the Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs, the Bureau of Tourism and Travel, the Conservation 
Department, and the National Park Service. 


(c) The commission shall do all of the following: 
(1) Work with the National Park Service, Department of Conserva- 
tion, and the Alabama Historical Commission in the coordination of projects 


and activities to promote the historical significance of the trail. 


(2) Work with the Bureau of Tourism to promote tourism in, on, 
around, and in conjunction with the trail. 


(3) Work with the Alabama Department of Economic and Commu- 
nity Affairs, the Alabama Development Office, county commissions, and 
local city officials to encourage businesses and tourist attractions located in 
the vicinity of the trail. 


(4) Work with the Alabama Department of Transportation on any 
purpose included in this act.

(1) One member appointed by the Governor. 
(2) One member appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. 


(3) One member appointed by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

(19) One member appointed by the Selma City Council.

(22) One member appointed by the Perry County Civic League.

A.M.E. Church.

Church located on Martin Luther King Street in Selma. 


(e) The members of the commission shall serve staggered three- 
year terms. The initial terms of the members shall be determined by lot, 
one-third for one year, one-third for two years, and one-third for three years. 
Membership on the commission shall, as nearly as possible, equally repre- 
sent each county with appointing authorities appointed in each of the years 
of the staggered terms. 


(f) The commission shall have the power to establish an executive 
committee of seven persons and establish its duties, responsibilities, and 
authorities consistent with the provisions of this act.

Senator Lindsey, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following Senate 
Resolution and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, 
to-wit:

BEIT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, to give 
this body their written opinion on an important constitutional question re- 
lating to Senate Bill 89 (the “Bill”) that is now pending before the Senate. 
The Bill reads as follows: 


A BILL 


TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To allow for less than unanimous verdicts in all civil actions. 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Notwithstanding any other law or rule to the contrary, 
in all jury trials in civil cases where as many as nine jurors agree upon a 
verdict, the verdict so agreed upon shall be returned as the verdict of the 
jury. When a verdict is returned by less than 12 jurors, all the jurors con- 
senting to the verdict shall sign the verdict. 


Section 2. This act shall apply to all causes of action which are 
currently pending, which commenced, accrue or which are filed on or after 
its effective date. 


Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. 


As a basis for the constitutional question relating to the Bill, the 
Senate understands as follows: 


(i) Section 11 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 provides 
“[t]hat the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate.” 


(ii) Section 11 has been interpreted by the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama to safeguard the right of trial by jury in both criminal and civil cases 
where the right existed at common law or where it was used at the time of 
the adoption of the Constitution. 


(iii) The Supreme Court of Alabama has held that the constitution- 
ally mandated requirements of trial by jury are that the jury be composed of 
twelve persons, that they shall be impartial, and that the verdict shall be 
unanimous. 


Based on the foregoing, the Senate presents the following question 
concerning the constitutional validity of the Bill: 


Without violating Section 11 of the Constitution and other consti- 
tutional safeguards of the right to trial by jury, can the Legislature by law 
dispense with the historic requirement of a unanimous jury verdict and pro- 
vide that the verdict in all civil cases tried to a jury shall be the verdict 
agreed to by not less than nine jurors?

OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, to give 
this body their written opinion on certain important constitutional questions 
relating to Senate Bill 139 (the “Bill’) that is now pending before the Sen- 
ate, a copy of which bill accompanies this resolution and is made a part 
hereof by reference. As a basis for the questions with respect to the Bill 
posed by this resolution, the Senate understands as follows: 


(i) The Bill would modify existing law by granting a property in- 
surer, subject to certain conditions, an independent, substantive right (a) to 
pursue subrogation and recover from a tortfeasor the amount paid by such 
insurer to an insured who was injured by such tortfeasor or (b) to offset the 
insured’s recovery from the tortfeasor against such insurer’s liability. 


(ii) The Bill would appear to take effect immediately upon its be- 
coming law and to apply to all pending insurance claims, whether under 
insurance contracts previously or currently in effect, and to all future claims 
that might be brought under existing insurance contracts. 


(iii) With respect to any dispute among a property insurer, an in- 
sured, a tortfeasor, or a tortfeasor’s liability insurer regarding entitlement 
to the tortfeasor’s assets or the proceeds of the tortfeasor’s liability insur- 
ance, Section 13 of the Bill would empower any court having jurisdiction of 
the dispute, upon the request of any interested party, to compel the parties 
to resolve their dispute by binding arbitration. 


Based on the foregoing, the Senate presents the following questions 
concerning the constitutional validity of the Bill: 


(1) In view of the intent of the Bill to apply to pending insurance 
claims and to claims that might arise under existing insurance contracts, 
will the Bill, if enacted into law, impair the obligation of contracts in viola- 
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tion of Section 22 of the Constitution of 1901 by depriving insureds with 
pending claims and insureds under existing insurance contracts of their 
present contractual right to recover property damages from their insurers 
without abatement or offset of any amount separately recovered from a 
tortfeasor? 


(2) By empowering the courts to order the resolution of disputes 
through binding arbitration, will the Bill, if enacted into law, deprive the 
interested parties of (i) their constitutional right to have their claims adjudi- 
cated in a court of this state as guaranteed by Section 10 of the Constitution 
of 1901 and (ii) their right to have a trial by jury in the adjudication of their 
claims as guaranteed by Section 11 of the Constitution of 1901?

REPORT FROM RULES 


Senator Lindsey, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following Senate 
Resolution and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, 
to-wit: 


SR 63. REQUESTING AN ADVISORY OPINION OF THE 
JUSTICES OF THE SUPREME COURT RELATIVE TO HOUSE BILL 
160. 
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, to give 
this body their written opinion on certain important constitutional questions 
relating to House Bill 160 (the “Bill”) that is now pending before the House 
of Representatives and is expected to be considered by the Senate in due 
course, a copy of which bill accompanies this resolution and is made a part 
hereof by reference. As a basis for the questions with respect to the Bill 
posed by this resolution, the Senate understands as follows: 


(i) As an exception to the general laws of the state prohibiting gam- 
bling (Code of Alabama 1975, Tit. 13-A, Chap. 12, Art 2), the Legislature 
has reserved the right to authorize pari-mutuel wagering on horse or grey- 
hound racing in such locations as may be provided by statute (Code of 
Alabama 1975, § 13A-12-31). 


(ii) Section 65 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, prohibits 
the Legislature from enacting laws that authorize lotteries or gift enter- 
prises or schemes in the nature of a lottery. 


(iii) In Opinion of the Justices, 287 Ala. 334, 251 So. 2d 751 (1971), 
a majority of the Justices of the Supreme Court, in considering whether 
Section 65 of the Constitution would be violated by the enactment of two 
bills proposing to authorize pari-mutuel wagering on greyhound racing, 
expressed the following opinions: (a) the Constitution prevents the Legisla- 
ture from authorizing a lottery, but it does not prevent the Legislature from 
authorizing forms of gambling that do not constitute a lottery; (b) since the 
outcome of a horse or dog race is not determined only by chance, a signifi- 
cant degree of skill is involved in a successful bet on the winning race con- 
testant; and (c) while the amounts won by the winners of a pari-mutuel pool 
depend upon the participation of other bettors, that factor does not cause 
the pool to be a lottery because the pari-mutuel system does not determine 
the winning bettors but only the amounts won by such bettors. 


(iv) In reliance upon the aforesaid Opinion of the Justices, statutes 
have been enacted which authorize pari-mutuel wagering on horse racing or 
greyhound racing at four racetracks now existing in the state. 


The Bill, if enacted into law, would permit any racetrack in the 
state, whether such racetrack is now existing or may be hereafter estab- 
lished, to conduct skill dependent wagering games (“skill dependent games’) 
for profit through the use of video display electronic equipment (“permitted 
equipment”). The Bill defines a skill dependent game as follows: 


Any game of chance played by human players on permitted equip- 
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ment for money or any other form of value in which the outcome of such 
game, as measured over multiple plays, can be affected by the human play- 
ers’ application of the principles of probability to the rules of such games 
and the manner in which the equipment is programmed to play such game. 


Permitted equipment is defined in the Bill as follows: 


Any video display electronic device (EXCLUDING ANY SLOT 
MACHINE) (i) which, within any given time frame, is used to play a skill 
dependent game, (ii) which can be played upon payment of a consideration, 
and (iii) which, by reason of the skill of the player or players and the ele- 
ment of chance, may entitle the player or players to receive a payoff, whether 
automatically from such equipment or in any other manner. 


The Bill does not identify any particular game that is to be consid- 
ered a skill dependent game, nor does it identify any particular kind of 
permitted equipment that may be used to play skill dependent games. 


While not identifying the specific kinds of permitted equipment to 
be authorized for skills dependent games at racetracks, the Bill, in Section 
4(c) thereof, expresses the Legislature’s intent to authorize the use of every 
kind of video display wagering equipment generically described by the Bill, 
whether now in existence or becoming available in the future. The Legisla- 
ture further expresses its intent that the act proposed by the Bill is to be 
given effect if a single type of permitted equipment, among the variety ge- 
nerically authorized by the Bill, is determined to provide a game that does 
not constitute a lottery by reason of the degree of player’s skill involved in 
such game or as the result of other conditions relating to the use of such 
equipment. 


This resolution should not be construed as requesting the Justices 
of the Supreme Court to express any opinion on whether any particular 
item of permitted equipment reflects the rules of any particular game and 
involves the skill of the player in such manner as will prevent the game, as 
played on that equipment, from being considered a lottery or gambling by 
lot. It is recognized that such a question could only be definitively an- 
swered by raising the question in a litigated case and presenting the record 
of that case to the Supreme Court for appellate review. 


Based on the foregoing, the Senate of Alabama presents the follow- 
ing constitutional questions concerning the effect of Section 65 of the Con- 
stitution on the Bill: 


(1) Can the Bill authorize gambling at racetracks in a form other 
than pari-mutuel wagering on racing without violating Section 65, provided 
that the form of gambling so authorized involves a sufficient degree of skill 
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on the part of the player as to prevent such gambling from being a lottery or 
gambling by lot? 


(2) Recognizing that the outcome of a bet on a horse or greyhound 
race depends upon both chance and the effect of objective factors (e.g., the 
breeding and performance record of the racing contestants) anticipated by a 
skilled bettor, can the involvement of significant player’s skill in the manner 
contemplated by the Bill, when such skill influences the outcome of a game 
also influenced by chance, prevent such game, as a matter of law, from 
being gambling by lot in violation of Section 65? 


(3) Recognizing that the individual bettors on racing vary greatly 
in their knowledge of the racing contestants and their ability to apply their 
knowledge for predictive purposes, can differences in skill among individual 
players be disregarded in determining, as a matter of law, whether the skill 
dependent games authorized by the Bill constitute gambling by lot in viola- 
tion of Section 65? 


(4) Can a player’s knowledge and skillful use of the relative values 
of the possible hands of the game of poker and the relative probabilities of 
such hands being dealt influence the outcome of poker to such degree as 
will prevent such game, as a matter of law, from being gambling by lot in 
violation of Section 65 of the Constitution? 


(5) If the game of poker is influenced by the skill of the player to 
such extent that it does not constitute gambling by lot, can the Bill lawfully 
authorize the use of permitted equipment to play the game of poker if such 
equipment is designed and programmed to reflect correctly the rules of poker 
and the relative values and probabilities of the possible hands in poker? 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Secretary of the Senate is hereby 
directed to send nine true copies of this resolution, together with copies of 
the pending Bill, to the Clerk of the Supreme Court of Alabama, and to 
transmit this request to the Justices of the Supreme Court forthwith upon 
adoption of this resolution.

WHEREAS, 1996-97 is the centennial year of the arrival of Dr. 
George Washington Carver in Tuskegee, Alabama, where he resided from 
October 8, 1896, until his death on January 5, 1943; and 


WHEREAS, by a joint resolution approved December 28, 1945, 
Public Law 290, 79th Congress, the United States Congress designated 
January 5, 1946, as George Washington Carver Day and authorized and 
requested the Secretary of State to issue a proclamation calling upon gov- 
ernment officials to display on that day the flag of the United States on all 
government buildings; and 


WHEREAS, President Harry S. Truman called upon government 
officials to display the flag of the United States on all government buildings 
on January Sth in commemoration of the achievements of George Washing- 
ton Carver; and 


WHEREAS, eight sister states, by resolution, following the ex- 
ample of the U.S. Congress have approved Dr. George Washington Carver 
Day as an occasion to honor this great Alabamian, American, and human 
being; the states being Illinois, Indiana, Connecticut, New Jersey, New York, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and Iowa; and 


WHEREAS, it is most fitting and proper that the adopted home 
state of George Washington Carver should now honor him, a remarkable 
man who contributed greatly to the expansion of the agricultural economy 
of our state, the South, nation, and world through his diligent research as an 
agricultural chemist; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Carver played an instrumental role in liberating 
the southern economy from excessive dependence on cotton, and due to his

WHEREAS, Dr. Carver, in addition to being accomplished in the 
fields of science and agriculture, was also an outstanding educator, artist, 
poet, musician, and benefactor to the American people; and 


WHEREAS, his grave site and the Tuskegee Institute National 
Historic Site, established in his and Booker T. Washington’s honor, are

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has 
a responsibility to review periodically the National Ambient Air Quality 
Standards (NAAQS) for ozone and particulate matter (PM); and 


WHEREAS, EPA is considering establishing a more stringent ozone 
standard and a new, more stringent standard for particulate matter at or 
below 2.5 microns (PM 2.5); and 


WHEREAS, the State of Alabama, through its citizens, legislative 
bodies, and regulatory agencies, has supported health based NAAQS that 
are founded on reliable scientific data; and 


WHEREAS, the people of the State of Alabama have worked hard 
to reduce air pollution and meet clean air requirements; and 


WHEREAS, tightened standards could significantly expand the 
number of nonattainment areas for both standards resulting in emissions 
controls in additional areas, thus imposing significant economic, adminis- 
trative, and regulatory burdens on more citizens, businesses, and local gov- 
ernments in Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, the EPA’s own Clean Air Science Advisory Commit- 
tee (CASAC) was unable to find any “bright line” that would distinguish 
any public health benefit among any of the proposed new standards for 
ozone, including the current standard; and 


WHEREAS, there is very little existing PM 2.5 monitoring data; 
and 


WHEREAS, current research indicates that there are many unan- 
swered questions and uncertainties on the PM issue and the need for a more 
stringent standard, including: Divergent opinions among scientists who have 
investigated this issue; the lack of supporting toxicological data; the lack of 
a plausible toxicological mechanism; the lack of correlation between re- 
corded levels and public health effects; and the influence of cofounders; and 


WHEREAS, no scientific proof exists that tightening controls on 
PM 2.5 or ozone would avoid alleged health effects, while costs would 
assuredly be high; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we hereby urge and 
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advise the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) to retain 
the existing NAAQS for ozone. 


BEIT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we urge the EPA to reaffirm 
the existing PM 10 standard and conduct the additional PM 2.5 monitoring 
and scientific research needed to address the issue of causality and other 
important unanswered questions before a proposal for a new PM 2.5 stan- 
dard or a revised PM 10 standard is made.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the Sunset Com- 
mittee recommends the continuance of the Home Builders Licensure Board, 
with the additional recommendations for statutory change as set out in Sec- 
tion 3 of this act. 
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Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Home Builders 
Licensure Board, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 34-14A-1 to 
34-14A-17, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those code 
sections are expressly preserved. 


Section 3. Sections 34-14A-2, 34-14A-3, 34-14A-4, 34-14A-5,

“As used in this chapter, the following terms shall have the follow- 
ing meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise. 


“(1) RESIDENTIAL HOME BUILDER. One who constructs a 
residential building or structure for sale or who, for a fixed price, commis- 
sion, fee, or wage, undertakes or offers to undertake the construction or 
superintending of the construction, of any building or structure which is not 
over three floors in height and which does not have more than four units in 
an apartment complex, or the repair, improvement, or reimprovement thereof, 
to be used by another as a residence when the cost of the undertaking ex- 


ceeds ten thousand dollars ($10,000). Nothing herein shall prevent any 


person from performing these acts on his or her own residence or on his or 
her other real estate holdings. Anyone who engages or offers to engage in 
such undertaking in this state shall be deemed to have engaged in the busi- 
ness of residential home building. 


“(2) HOME BUILDERS LICENSURE BOARD. The board cre- 
ated herein to regulate the home building and residential construction in- 


dustry. 
“(3) BOARD. The Home Builders Licensure Board. 


“(4) CONTRACTING. Except as exempted herein, engaging in 
residential and private dwelling construction business as a contractor. 


“(5) LICENSEE. A holder of a certificate issued pursuant to this 
chapter. 


“(6) LICENSE. A new license or a renewal! license issued by the 
board pursuant to this chapter. 


“(7) INACTIVE LICENSE. _A license issued at the request of a 


n ra building official or a building inspector, which is renewable 


but which is not currently valid. 
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“(8) PERSON. Any natural person, limited or general partnership, 
association, limited liability company, or other legal entity, or any combina- 
tion thereof. 


“€6) (9) DWELLING. A single unit providing complete indepen- 
dent residential living facilities for one or more persons, including perma- 
nent provisions for living, sleeping, eating, cooking, and sanitation. 


“CA (10) STRUCTURE. A residence, including a site-built home, 
a modular home constructed off-site, a condominium, amanufactured home 
ion; a duplex or multi-unit residential build- 

ing consisting of four dwelling units or less. 


“§34-14A-3. 


“There is hereby established the Home Builders Licensure Board. 
The board shall have nine members, at least one from each United States 
Congressional District in this state, who shall be appointed as follows: three 
by the Governor, three by the Lieutenant Governor, and three by the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, from a list of three qualified individuals 
for each position, provided by the governing body of the Home Builders 
Association of Alabama. Seven of the members shall be residential home 
builders, as defined in this chapter, with at least five years’ experience as a 
residential home builder and each shall be a bona fide resident of the State 
of Alabama. One member shall be a building official or inspector currently 
employed by a city, county, or state governmental entity and actively en- 
gaged in inspecting or regulating residential construction in this state. One 
shall be a consumer member of the general public not employed by or affili- 
ated with a licensee hereunder, and who has no spouse or immediate family 
member employed by or affiliated with a licensee hereunder. The member- 
ship of the board shall be inclusive and reflect the racial, gender, geographic, 
urban/rural, and economic diversity of the state. Of the initial members of 
this board, the appointing authorities shall designate that each appointee 
shall serve for an initial term of one, two, or three years, their terms of 
office expiring on December 31, of said years. Subsequent terms shall be 
for a period of three years. This appointing authority shall make an ap- 
pointment to fill a vacancy for the remainder of any unexpired term from a 
list of three qualified persons supplied by the governing body of the Home 
Builders Association of Alabama. Each board member shall hold over 
after the expiration of his term until his or her successor shall be duly ap- 
pointed and qualified.

The secretary of the board shall keep such records of 
each meeting as shall be required by the board.

“(1) Name, trade names, business address, and business telephone 
number of applicants and licensees. 


“(2) Names of officers, partners, members, and designated qualify- 
ing representatives of applicants and licensees. 


“(3) Licensure status, including, but not limited to, dates licenses 
are granted, denied, revoked, suspended, or placed on inactive status, and 
dates applications are filed. Financial and sensitive personal information 
included in licensure applications are not public record, and not available 
for court subpoena or for discovery proceedings, except as provided for in 
subdivision (5). 


“(4) Number of complaints filed against a residential home builder 
and status of investigation, open or closed. Investigation files are not public 
records, and not available for court subpoena or for discovery proceedings, 
except as provided in subdivision (5). 


“(5) The minutes of the board meetings are public information, and 
the facts and the reasons an applicant is denied is public information after 
the minutes are approved by the board. The board’s official decision in a 
disciplinary action is public information after the minutes are approved by 
the board. License revocation hearings, disciplinary action hearings, and 
reconsideration of denial of licensure hearings, are closed to the public.

shall ma nd file with the board a written application for an inactive

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the Sunset Com- 
mittee recommends the continuance of the Alabama Board of Examiners in 
Psychology until October 1, 2000, with the additional recommendations for 
statutory change as set out in Section 3 of this act. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Alabama Board of 
Examiners in Psychology, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 34- 
26-1 to 34-26-48, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those 
code sections are expressly preserved until October 1, 2000.

“€a)(b)(1) A person practices as a “psychologist” within the mean- 
ing of this chapter when he or she holds himself or herself out to be a 
psychologist and/er or renders to individuals or to the public forremunera- 
tien any service involving the application of recognized principles, meth- 
ods, and procedures of the science and profession of psychology, such as 
interviewing or administering and interpreting tests of mental abilities, ap- 
titudes, interests, and personality characteristics for such purposes as psy- 
chological evaluation or for such purposes as overall personality appraisal 
or classification, personality counseling, psychotherapy or personality re- 
adjustment. 


“€b})(2) Nothing in this definition shall be construed as permitting 
the use of those forms of psychotherapy which involve the administration 
or prescription of drugs or electro-shock or in any way infringing upon the 
practice of medicine as defined in the laws of this state. The psychologist 
who engages in psychotherapy must shall establish and maintain effective 
intercommunication with a psychologically oriented physician, usually a 
psychiatrist, to make provision for the diagnosis and treatment of medical 
problems by a physician with an unlimited license to practice the healing 
arts in this state. A psychologist must shall not attempt to diagnose, pre- 
scribe for, treat, or advise a client with reference to problems or complaints 
falling outside the boundaries of psychological practice.

that the psychologist or psychological technician is not capable of practic- 
ing psychology with reasonable skill and safety to patients, the board may 
petition a court of competent jurisdiction to order the psychologist or psy- 
chological technician in question to submit to a psychological examination 
by a psychologist to determine psychological status and/or a physical ex- 
amination by a physician to determine physical condition. Such The psy- 
chologist and/or physician is to be designated by the court. The expense of 
such the examination shall be borne by the board.

Family Assistance and Personal Responsibility Act.” 


Section 2. (a) The Legislature finds that for the purpose of com- 
plying with the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconcilia- 
tion Act of 1996, Public Law 104-193, and to receive Temporary Assis- 
tance for Needy Families (TANF) block grants, the State of Alabama shall 
satisfy all applicable federal conditions, including, but not limited to: 


(1) Ensuring that adults, persons who are not minors, in families 
receiving assistance under the TANF block grant participate in work activi- 
ties once the state determines that person ready to engage in work or after 
receiving assistance for 24 months whichever is earlier. 


(2) Ensuring that TANF block grant money shall not be used to 
provide assistance to a family that includes an adult who has received assis- 
tance for 60 months, whether or not those months are consecutive. 


(b) The Legislature further finds that on or before July 1, 1997, the 
Department of Human Resources shall establish and implement a Family 
Assistance Program in accordance with the Personal Responsibility and 
Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, Title IV, U.S.C. Section 
401 et seq., and that all funds received by the state for this program shall be 
subject to appropriation by the Legislature consistent with the terms and 
conditions of Part A of Title IV of the Social Security Act and the Child 
Care Development Grant Act of 1990 and applicable state laws. 


Section 3. As used in this act, the following words shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) CARETAKER. A person providing care to a child qualified 
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for and receiving family assistance who is the child’s father, mother, grand- 
father, grandmother, brother, sister, uncle, aunt, or any blood relative, in- 
cluding those of half-blood, and including first cousins or first cousins once 
removed, nephews or nieces, and persons of preceding generations as de- 
noted by the prefix of grand, great, or great-great, including great-great- 
great grandparents, stepfather, stepmother, stepbrother, stepsister, a person 
who legally adopts the child or his or her parent, as well as the natural and 
other legally adopted children of such a person, and the spouse of any per- 
son named in the above groups. For the purposes of this act, all such 
relatives shall qualify as such whether the relationship be acquired by birth 
or adoption and neither divorce nor death shall terminate any such relation- 
ship. 


(2) COMMISSION. The Welfare Reform Oversight Commission 
that serves as the policy oversight body for welfare reform. 


(3) COUNCIL. The State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council 
that serves as the coordinating body for welfare reform in the state. 


(4) COUNTY WELFARE COORDINATING COUNCIL. The 
organization in each county that coordinates with the Department of Hu- 
man Resources in the administration of the Family Assistance Program. 


(5) DEPARTMENT. The State Department of Human Resources. 


(6) FAMILY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM or PROGRAM. The 
public assistance program operated by the Department of Human Resources 
for the Temporary Assistance for Needy Families block grant pursuant to 
Title IV of the Social Security Act. 


(7) MINOR CHILD. An individual who has not attained 18 years 
of age. 


(8) TANF. Temporary Assistance for Needy Families pursuant to 
the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 
1996. 


(9) TWO-PARENT FAMILIES. A legal or common law marriage 
between a man and a woman with at least one child in the home that is the 
biological, adopted, or step-child of the father. 


Section 4. Section 38-1-4, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“38-1-4. 
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“(a) Duty of county board. -- The county board of human resources 
of each county shall on or before January 30, April 30, July 30 and October 
30 file or cause to be filed with the probate judge a complete report showing 
the names of all recipients of public assistance in the county receiving pay- 
ments under the provisions of this title, together with the amounts paid to 
each during the preceding month. 


“(b) Reports open to public inspection; exceptions. -- The reports 
so filed with the probate judge shall be securely bound by him in a separate 
record book provided for that purpose, which book and all reports con- 
tained therein shall be public records and shall be open to public inspection 
at all times during the regular office hours of the probate judge. However, 
nothing contained in this section shall be construed to authorize or require 
the disclosure of any records of the county department of human resources 
pertaining to adoptions or pertaining to children heretofore or hereafter placed 
in foster homes for adoption or for other purposes. 


“(c)(a) Unlawful disclosure or use of names. -- Except as provided 
in this section, it It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to 
solicit, disclose, receive, make use of or to authorize, knowingly permit, 
participate in or acquiesce in the use of, any lists or names of recipients of 
public assistance for commercial or political purposes of any nature, for 
publication in any newspaper, magazine, other periodical or otherwise, or 
for any purpose not directly connected with the administration of public 
assistance. 


“(d)(b) Penalty for violation. -- Any person, firm, or corporation 
that shall wilfully or knowingly violate violates any provision of this sec- 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $25.00 twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more 
than $1,000.00 one thousand dollars ($1,000), and may also be imprisoned 
in the county jail for not more than 60 days. 


“(e)(c) Conflicts with Social Security Act. -- Should any portion or 
clause of this section be declared or adjudicated to be contrary to or incon- 
sistent with the provisions of the Social Security Act that portion or clause 
of this section shall have no further force or effect.” 


Section 5. (a) There is created the Family Assistance Program in 
the department for the purpose of providing benefits to needy families pur- 
suant to the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation 
Act of 1996, the federal welfare reform law. The department shall promul- 
gate and enforce rules to determine eligibility for families under the pro- 
gram. 
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(b) The department shall establish the eligibility requirements and 
benefit levels for the program which shall be the same for single- and two- 
parent families and shall be at least the same benefit level in place as of 
January 1, 1997. The department shall disregard the monthly benefits and 
any other income received from supplemental security income in determin- 
ing the family’s eligibility for TANF and the amount of assistance. Upon 
the marriage of a recipient, the department shall disregard stepparent in- 
come for a period of three months in determining eligibility and benefit 
levels. The department shall promulgate rules and regulations to disregard 
personal savings in an amount up to two thousand dollars ($2,000); or three 
thousand dollars ($3,000) if the assistance unit includes a member age 60 
or older. The department shall disregard the personal savings of a minor in 
the assistance unit. The department shall also promulgate rules and regula- 
tions to disregard one vehicle per licensed driver in counting assets when 
determining eligibility. 


(c) The department shall research the feasibility of establishing tn- 
dividual development accounts and shall report its findings to the Legisla- 
ture on the first day of the 1998 Regular Session. 


(d) The department shall inform all applicants and recipients of 
assistance that the program provides transitional assistance benefits for the 
purpose of regaining self-sufficiency. The department shall also inform all 
applicants and recipients that the family assistance benefit level of any fam- 
ily who is receiving assistance on the effective date of this act may not be 
increased upon the birth of a child 10 months or more after the effective 
date of this act. Benefits for families approved for assistance after the 
effective date of this act may not be increased upon the birth of a child 10 
months or more after the date of approval. 


Section 6. The department shall spend an amount equal to at least 
100 percent of the state’s maintenance of effort in fiscal year 1994 subject 
to legislative appropriations. 


Section 7. (a) The eligibility requirements established by the 
department shall determine income and assets limits, and include, but not 
be limited to, requiring: 


(1) Successful participation in the Family Assistance Program work 
program with exclusions approved by the department. 


(2) United States citizenship or alienage, as defined in the Personal 
Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


(3) Proof of residency in the State of Alabama. 
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(4) Submission by any applicant or recipient of benefits to the de- 
partment of his or her social security number, or numbers, if the individual 
has more than one such number. 


(5) Assistance to be paid only to families that include at least one 
minor child who resides with a caretaker. 


(6) A written statement by an applicant for benefits, during the 
application process, whether that individual or any member of his or her 
household has been convicted under federal or state law of a felony offense 
which has as an element the possession, use, or distribution of a controlled 
substance as defined in Section 102(6) of the Controlled Substance Act, 21 
U.S.C. 802(6). This subdivision shall only apply to convictions occurring 
after August 22, 1996, the date of the enactment of the Personal Responsi- 
bility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


(7) Compliance by any recipient of or applicant for benefits with 
all requirements regarding the assignments of right to support. 


(8) Participation by any recipient or applicant for family assistance 
benefits in procedures to establish paternity and to identify the father ofa 
child born outside of marriage. 


(b) The department shall deny benefits through the Family Assis- 
tance Program to or on behalf of the following: 


(1) Any member of a family that includes an adult who has re- 
ceived benefits for 60 months or more, whether or not consecutive, through 
the program or any other state program that has been created and funded 
through the provisions of the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportu- 
nity Reconciliation Act of 1996, after the date such state program has com- 
menced, unless any one of the following occurs: 


a. In any month during which benefits were provided to that indi- 
vidual, he or she was a child and was not the head of a household or was not 
married to the head of a household. 


b. Benefits were provided to the individual during a month in which 
he or she lived on an Indian reservation or in an Alaskan native village as 
defined in the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconcilia- 
tion Act of 1996. 


c. The Legislature may elect to extend the period of eligibility for 
benefits for the individual and his or her family members through a pro- 
gram which is funded solely through state sources. 
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(2) An individual who has been convicted in federal or state court 
of having made a fraudulent statement or representation with respect to his 
or her place of residence in order to receive benefits simultaneously from 
two or more states under programs that have been created and funded by 
the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 
1996, Title XIX, the Food Stamp Act of 1977, the Supplemental Security 
Income Program under Title XVI, or any program under Title IV-D of the 
Social Security Act. The period of ineligibility shall begin on the date an 
individual was convicted of the offense and shall continue for 10 years. 


(3) Any individual who is fleeing to avoid prosecution or custody 
or confinement after he or she has been convicted under any federal or state 
law of acrime which is a felony or who is violating a condition of probation 
or parole imposed under any federal or state law. 


(4) The parent or other caretaker of a minor child who fails to 
notify the county department of human resources of the absence of a minor 
child from the home by the end of the fifth day after it has become apparent 
to the parent or caretaker that the child will be absent from the home for a 
period of 45 days. 


(5) An individual convicted of any federal or state offense that is 
classified as a felony and has as an element the possession, use, or distribu- 
tion of a controlled substance. 


(6) Families without a minor child residing with the custodial par- 
ent or other caretaker of the child or a pregnant individual. 


(7) Any aliens who are not qualified under the Personal Responsi- 
bility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


Section 8. Subject to necessary federal waivers and appropriation 
authority, the department in conjunction with county welfare reform coor- 
dinating councils shall implement programs and policies designed to reduce 
a family’s dependence on welfare. The department may implement such 
programs statewide or as pilot projects in particular geographic areas. Such 
programs as are developed shall be implemented through regulations pro- 
mulgated by the department. 


Section 9. No adult in a Family Assistance work program which is 
funded in whole or in part by funds provided by the federal government 
shall be employed or assigned to a job if another individual has been laid off 
from the same or substantially equivalent job or the employer has termi- 
nated a permanent employee from the same or substantially equivalent job 
or has otherwise caused an involuntary reduction of its work force in order 
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to fill the vacancy created with an adult seeking to participate in work ac- 
tivities pursuant to the Family Assistance Program. The Department of 
Industrial Relations shall establish and maintain a grievance procedure to 
resolve complaints of alleged violations of this subsection; however, noth- 
ing in this subsection shall preempt or supersede any provision of state law 
that provides greater protections for employees from job displacement. 


Section 10. (a) Any person, age 20 or older, who is otherwise 
eligible for the Family Assistance Program shall be required to attend school 
if all of the following conditions apply: 


(1) The person has not graduated from a public or private high 
school or obtained a GED equivalent. 


(2) The person is physically and mentally able to attend school. 


(3) The person is a parent or caretaker with whom a dependent 
child is living and child care is available for the child. 


(4) The person is in a work program at least 20 hours a week and 
his or her assessment indicates that additional education is needed. 


(b) A caretaker who has received benefits through the Family As- 
sistance Program who is a parent or caretaker of a minor dependent child 
shall, in order to retain eligibility for such benefits, ensure that any such 
minor dependent child attends school as required by rules and regulations 
developed by the department. Any sanction imposed by the department for 
arecipient’s failure to comply shall continue until the minor child is attend- 
ing school as required by rules and regulations of the department; provided 
that the caretaker may file a petition with the court, in writing, requesting 
that such minor be relieved from the disability of nonage pursuant to the 
requirements of Section 26- 13-2, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(c) The department shall develop rules and regulations to imple- 
ment this section. 


Section 11. (a) The department shall require, as a condition of 
eligibility for benefits through the Family Assistance Program, that each 
applicant for, or a recipient of, benefits assign to the department any rights 
to support from any other person that such applicant or recipient may have 
on his or her own behalf or on behalf of any other family member for whom 
the applicant or recipient is applying, or is receiving, benefits. Such assign- 
ment of rights to support shall take effect upon a determination by the 
department that the applicant is eligible for assistance through the program. 
The assignment shall be effective for current and accrued support obliga- 
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tions and shall authorize the division of child support enforcement of the 
department to bring an administrative or judicial action to establish or en- 
force a current support obligation, to collect support arrearages that have 
accrued under an existing order for support, or to seek reimbursement of a 
support obligation. 


(b) The department may not require as a condition of eligibility for 
benefits through the program that any member of a family assign to the 
department any rights to support which accrue after the date the family 
leaves the program. 


(c) The divisions of family assistance and child support enforce- 
ment of the department shall cooperate in implementing this section unless 
the department determines that such cooperation is contrary to the best in- 
terest of a child on whose behalf benefits are claimed or of the caretaker of 
such a child. The cooperation shall include establishing the paternity of a 
child born out-of-wedlock with respect to whom support is claimed or ob- 
taining any other payments or property that are due to such applicant or 
child. The divisions of family assistance and child support enforcement 
shall impose penalties as are consistent with the Personal Responsibility 
and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, and are otherwise pro- 
vided by state law. 


(d) If the division of child support enforcement determines that an 
individual who is receiving benefits through the Family Assistance Pro- 
gram fails or refuses to cooperate in establishing paternity or in establish- 
ing, modifying, or enforcing a support order with respect to a child for 
whom benefits are sought or received and if the individual does not demon- 
strate to the satisfaction of the department good cause for such failure or 
refusal to cooperate or enforce a support order, the department shall reduce 
or terminate assistance to the family. The department shall promulgate 
such regulations as are necessary to implement this subsection, including 
setting forth time frames for ineligibility and establishing exemptions deemed 
appropriate. 


Section 12. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, ben- 
efits through the Family Assistance Program shall not be provided to an 
unmarried individual who has not attained the age of 18 years if the indi- 
vidual: 


(1) Has a minor child at least 12 weeks of age in his or her care and 
the individual has not successfully completed a high school education or a 
course of study resulting in a certificate of general equivalence unless the 
individual participates in educational activities directed toward the attain- 
ment of a high school diploma or a certificate of general equivalence or an 
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alternative educational or training program that has been approved by the 
department. 


(2) Is a single custodial parent of a child who is not residing in a 
home in which his or her parent, guardian, or adult relative is residing. 
Exceptions to this requirement shall be allowed in the following circum- 
stances: 


a. The single custodial parent does not have a parent, legal guard- 
ian, or other appropriate adult relative who is living or whose whereabouts 
are known. 


b. The single custodial parent does not have a parent, legal guard- 
ian, or other appropriate adult relative who would otherwise meet appli- 
cable criteria to act as his or her legal guardian, and who allows the single 
custodial parent to live in their home. 


c. The department determines that the single custodial parent or 
the minor child is being or has been subjected to physical or emotional 
harm, sexual abuse, or exploitation in the residence of the single custodial 
parent’s own parent or legal guardian. The department shall report any 
incidence of sexual abuse or rape of a minor to the appropriate district 
attorney and shall counsel and refer any adult victim of sexual abuse or 
rape to the appropriate district attorney. 


d. The department determines that substantial evidence exists of 
an act or failure to act that presents an imminent danger or harm to the 
single custodial parent or the minor child if the single custodial parent and 
the minor child lived in the same residence with the individual parent or 
legal guardian. 


e. The department otherwise determines that it is in the best inter- 
est of the minor child to waive these requirements with respect to the single 
custodial parent or the minor child. 


(b) In circumstances in which the department determines that an 
individual does not have an appropriate living arrangement in accordance 
with subsection (a), the department shall assist the individual in locating a 
second chance home, maternity home, or other appropriate adult-super- 
vised supportive living arrangement. Thereafter, the department shall re- 
quire the individual and any child who is in the care of the individual to 
reside in such other home living arrangement as a condition of the individual’s 
continued eligibility for benefits through the Family Assistance Program. 


Section 13. Any family that applies for or receives assistance un- 
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der the Family Assistance Program whose application for assistance is de- 
nied or not acted upon with reasonable promptness, or whose assistance 
has been recommended by the department for suspension, reduction, or ter- 
mination is entitled to a hearing before a hearing officer. 


Section 14. (a) The department shall do all of the following: 


(1) Disregard all earnings for the first two continuous months of 
employment provided the individual works the number of hours per week 
required by federal law continuously through three months. This disregard 
shall be available two times per individual. An individual is eligible if he or 
she previously received assistance for three consecutive months immedi- 
ately prior to applying for the disregard. 


(2) Provide child care for eligible participants who require such 
care for 12 months so that they may accept employment or remain em- 
ployed. Child care shall also be available to the low income working poor 
based on the amount of legislative appropriations for child care purposes. 
Eligible participants shall be advised of all qualified child care services. 
No recommendation of any particular provider shall be given to the partici- 
pant. 


(3) Provide transportation, limited to a period of six months, or 
provide reasonable reimbursement for a period of six months for transpor- 
tation expenses that are necessary for individuals to be able to participate in 
an allowable work activity under the Family Assistance Program. Reason- 
able reimbursement shall be based on all of the following: 

a. Job location. 

b. Sliding fee scale established by the department. 

c. Availability of legislative appropriations. 

(4) Provide Medicaid assistance to a family of the program for 12 
consecutive calendar months following the month in which the participat- 


ing family would be ineligible for Medicaid assistance. 


(5) Engage the services of qualified public and private organiza- 
tions to assist in operating the program. 


(6) Provide incentives for recipients of public assistance to seek 
and retain employment. 


(b) Any contracts entered into for the services provided in subdivi- 
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sions (2), (3), and (5) of subsection (a) shall reflect the racial, gender, geo- 
graphic, urban/rural, and economic diversity of the particular county where 
the services are provided. 


Section 15. (a) There is created a State Welfare Reform Coordi- 
nating Council to serve as the coordinating body for welfare reform. The 
Council shall have the duty of reviewing the implementation of federal and 
state laws, the rules and regulations of each agency represented on the Coun- 
cil, and county welfare reform coordinating councils’ initiatives. Each agency 
represented on the Council shall establish a mission statement that sets forth 
the responsibilities of that agency. The mission statement shall affirma- 
tively assert that, although the Department of Human Resources is the named 
Title 1V-A state agency, each of the agencies represented on the Council is 
responsible for programs designed to achieve significant welfare reform. 
The Council shall foster cooperation between government, education, and 
the private sector in meeting the needs of the TANF program. It shall also 
further cooperation between the business and labor communities, education 
and training delivery systems, and between businesses in developing highly 
skilled workers for high paying jobs in Alabama. 


(b) The Council shall be composed of the following members: 


(1) The Commissioner of the Department of Human Resources, 
who shall serve as Chair. 


(2) The Director of the Department of Industrial Relations or his 
or her designee. 


(3) The Director of the Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs or his or her designee. 


(4) The Director of the Department of Transportation or his or her 
designee. 


(5) A representative from community action agencies appointed 
by the Governor from a list of recommended appointees submitted by the 
Community Action Agency Association of Alabama. 


(6) The Commissioner of Mental Health and Mental Retardation 
or his or her designee. 


(7) The State Health Officer or his or her designee. 


(8) The Commissioner of the Department of Rehabilitation Ser- 
vices or his or her designee. 
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(9) The State Superintendent of Education or his or her designee. 


(10) The Commissioner of the Alabama Medicaid Agency or his or 
her designee. 


(11) Two appointees jointly agreed to by the Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor, one of whom shall be a representative from the business 
community and one of whom shall be a current or former TANF recipient 
who reflects the ethnic majority of TANF recipients in this state. 


(c) The Council shall perform the following duties: 


(1) Review the reports required to be submitted by the county 
welfare reform coordinating councils. 


(2) Annually review and recommend policies and programs to the 
Alabama Welfare Reform Oversight Commission that will enable citizens 
of Alabama to acquire the skills necessary to maximize their self-suffi- 
ciency. 


(3) Review the provision of services and the use of funds and re- 
sources under applicable federal TANF programs, and under state-financed 
job training and job retraining programs, and advise the Alabama Welfare 
Reform Oversight Commission on methods of coordinating such provision 
of services and use of funds and resources consistent with the laws and 
regulations governing such programs. 


(4) Review trends of out-of-wedlock births and recommend policy 
and program changes to the Alabama Welfare Reform Oversight Commis- 
sion that will reduce these trends. 


(5) Hold public hearings to receive input from members of the 
community, owners of business concerns, representatives from the private 
sector, and current as well as former recipients of welfare assistance. 


(6) Approve outcome and output measures to measure the success 
of the department’s efforts in implementing the Family Assistance Program. 
The department shall make recommendations of such outcome and output 
measures to the Council at such times as required in the event the department 
implements new programs to comply with the TANF program requirements. 


(d) The Council shall review the reports of each county welfare 
reform coordinating council required in this act and shall monitor the 
strengths and weaknesses of each county council’s program. The Council 
is authorized to assess the county council’s progress toward achieving wel- 
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fare-to-work and recommend policy revisions when necessary. 


(e) Members who are not state employees shall receive a per diem 
for each day actually engaged in meetings of the Council and all members 
shall be reimbursed for mileage and necessary expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties. 


(f) All departments, agencies, institutions, regulatory agencies, and 
commissions shall furnish to the Council any available material requested 
by the Council. 

(g) A majority of the members of the Council shall constitute a 
quorum for the conduct of meetings and all actions of the Council shall be 
by majority of the members present and voting at a meeting. 


(h) The Council shal! adopt rules and regulations as it deems nec- 
essary to carry out its responsibilities. 


(i) The Council shall make and enter into contracts and interagency 
agreements as may be necessary and proper. 


(j) The Council may commit and expend monies appropriated to it 
by the Legislature for its authorized purpose. 


Section 16. (a) There is created the Alabama Welfare Reform 
Oversight Commission. It shall serve as the oversight commission for as- 
suring Alabama’s compliance with the Personal Responsibility and Work 
Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


(b) The oversight commission shall be comprised of the following 
members: 


(1) The Governor or his or her designee. 
(2) Two appointments by the Governor. 


(3) The Speaker of the House of Representatives or his or her des- 
ignee. 


(4) The Lieutenant Governor or his or her designee. 


(5) Two members of the House of Representatives, appointed by 
the Speaker of the House. 


(6) Two members of the Senate, appointed by the Presiding Officer 
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of the Senate. 


(c) The members shall elect the chair of the oversight commission 
for a term of two years who shall continue to serve until a successor chair is 
appointed and qualified. 


(d) The terms of office for the members shall be four years and 
continue to serve until their successors are appointed and qualified. 


(e) Any vacancy shall be filled in the manner of the original ap- 
pointment. 


(f) Members shall receive a per diem for each day actually engaged 
in meetings of the oversight commission and shall be reimbursed for mile- 
age and necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


(g) All departments, agencies, institutions, regulatory agencies, and 
commissions shall furnish to the commission any available material requested 
by the oversight commission. 


(h) The oversight commission shall review and make annual rec- 
ommendations regarding policies and welfare reform programs to the Gov- 
ernor and the Legislature that will further the implementation of federal 
requirements under the TANF program. The oversight commission shall 
work closely with the State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council in order 
to develop policy recommendations. 


(i) A majority of the members of the oversight commission shall 
constitute a quorum for the conduct of meetings and all actions of the over- 
sight commission shall be by majority of the members present and voting at 
a meeting. 


(j) The oversight commission shall adopt rules and regulations as it 
deems necessary to carry out its responsibilities. 


(k) The oversight commission shall make and enter into contracts 
and interagency agreements as may be necessary and proper. 


(1) The oversight commission may commit and expend monies ap- 
propriated to it by the Legislature for its authorized purpose. 


(m) The oversight commission shall report its findings to the Legis- 
lature on the first day of each regular session until the year 2002. 


Section 17. (a) A county welfare reform coordinating council is 
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established in each county to further the goals of the Family Assistance 
work program. Each county welfare reform coordinating council shall act 
as the facilitator between local and county employers, both private and 
public organizations, and applicants for and recipients of family assistance 
benefits. The county welfare reform coordinating council in each county 
shall reflect the racial, gender, urban/rural, and economic diversity of the 
particular county where the services are provided. 


(b) The county welfare reform coordinating council shall be com- 
prised of the following: 


(1) The county director of the department of human resources. 


(2) Three appointees by the county director of human resources, 
one of whom shall be a representative from the local church community. 


(3) A local representative from the department of industrial rela- 
tions. 


(4) A representative from the local community action agency. 


(5) A county educational assessment officer appointed by the county 
director of human resources. The four largest counties shall have two county 
education assessment officers appointed by the county director of the 
department of human resources; whenever practical, one county education 
assessment officer shall be appointed from a city within the county. 


(6) A representative from the Department of Rehabilitation Ser- 
vices. 


(7) The chair of the county commission, or his or her designee. 
(8) A representative of the local chamber of commerce. 


(c) The county welfare reform coordinating council shall perform 
the following duties: 


(1) Develop a local plan to address the work development needs of 
the Family Assistance Program that is responsive to the goals, objectives, 
and performance standards established by the State Welfare Reform Coor- 
dinating Council and that targets services to meet local and county needs, 
including the identification of industries and employers who are willing to 
employ workers who complete the eligibility interview and employee as- 
sessment programs. 


(2) Ensure that the work program elements such as client orienta- 
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tion, immediate job search, job development, creation of public service jobs, 
job placements, and post placement follow-up of the Family Assistance 
Program are implemented according to the plan developed for work for 
recipients. 


(3) Promote cooperation and coordination among public organiza- 
tions, community organizations, and private businesses providing work 
development for recipients. 


(4) Solicit participation of private organizations, nonprofit organi- 
zations, charitable organizations, and institutions of education in the deliv- 
ery of services. The entities shall reflect the racial, gender, urban/rural, and 
economic diversity of the particular county where the services are provided. 


(5) Make a quarterly report for the first two full years after the 
effective date of this act to the State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council 
outlining program successes and recommendations for policy changes. 
Thereafter, an annual report shall be required on January 1, 2002, and each 
year thereafter. Each local agency involved in the county welfare reform 
coordinating council is responsible for providing to the council the number 
of TANF recipients referred to that agency during the required reporting 
periods, the actions taken on that referral, the number and type of services 
provided, including but not limited to, job placements; jobs retained after 
90 days; educational services; vocational services; transportation services; 
child care placements; and community service placements. 


(6) The county welfare reform coordinating council shall act as a 
liaison between the program and employers. 


(7) The appropriate case worker shall act as a liaison between indi- 
vidual recipients and employers. 


Section 18. The department shall develop a personal responsibility 
contract for each family. The plan shall set forth an employment goal, the 
obligations of the individual to become and remain employed as quickly as 
possible, and the services that the department may provide to that indi- 
vidual. The department may develop criteria to defer an individual from 
placement in a work related activity. If a non-deferred individual fails to 
comply with mandatory provisions, without good cause, set forth in the 
personal responsibility contract, a financial penalty shall be applied. Spe- 
cific rules for noncompliance, good cause for noncompliance, and financial 
penalties shall be promulgated by the department. 


Section 19. The Legislature strongly encourages the Alabama 
Development Office, the Alabama Department of Economic and Commu- 
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nity Affairs, and state industrial development boards or agencies to recruit 
and encourage businesses and industries to locate in economically distressed 
and rural counties by offering all available incentives, which may include 
tax incentives, state low interest loans, and development grants to employ- 
ers that employ former TANF recipients. 


Section 20. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a 
caretaker receiving assistance under the program shall be required to en- 
gage in work when the department determines that the recipient is ready for 
such work based on an assessment. 


(b) A single custodial parent caring for a child who has not attained 
12 months of age shall not be required to engage in work; except that a 
minor parent who has not completed high school or obtained a GED high 
school equivalency certificate shall be required to attend high school, pur- 
sue a GED high school equivalency certificate, or participate in a training 
program approved by the county welfare reform coordinating council. 


(c) An adult may be exempt from the mandatory work activity re- 
quirement for the following reasons: 


(1) Incapacity. 


(2) Temporary illness or injury, verified by a physician’s certifi- 
cate. 


(3) Caretaker of a child under 12 months, for not more than 12 
months of the 60-month maximum benefit period. 


(4) Caretaker of an ill or incapacitated person, as verified by a 
physician’s certificate. 


(5) Age, if over 62 years or under 18 years of age. 


(6) Receiving treatment for substance abuse, if the person is in 
compliance with the substance abuse treatment plan. 


(7) Being battered or subjected to extreme cruelty to the extent 
participation in work requirement is precluded. 


(d) For all families, all adults who are not specifically exempt shall 
be required to participate in work activities for at least the minimum average 
number of hours per week specified by federal law or regulation, not fewer 
than 20 hours per week, 35 hours per week for two-parent families, of 
which are attributable to either of the following allowable work activities: 
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(1) Unsubsidized employment. 
(2) Subsidized private sector employment. 
(3) Subsidized public sector employment. 


(4) Work experience, including work associated with the refurbish- 
ing of publicly assisted housing, if sufficient private employment is not 
available. 


(5) On-the-job training. 


(6) Job search and job readiness assistance consistent with federal 
regulations. 


(7) Community service programs. 


(8) Vocational educational training, not to exceed 12 months for 
any individual. 


(9) Satisfactory attendance at a high school or in a course of study 
leading to a high school equivalency certificate, for heads of household 
under age 20 years who have not completed high school or received such 
certificate. 


(10) Education directly related to employment for heads of house- 
hold under age 20 years who have not completed high school or received 
such equivalency certificate. 


(11) Activities which are permitted under a federally approved 
waiver granted to the department. 


(e) The following are allowable work activities which may be at- 
tributable to hours in excess of the minimum specified in subsection (d): 


(1) Job skills training directly related to employment. 

(2) Education directly related to employment for individuals who 
have not completed high school or received a high school equivalency cer- 
tificate. 

(3) Satisfactory attendance at a high school or in a course of study 
leading to a high school equivalency, for individuals who have not com- 


pleted high school or received such equivalency certificate. 


(f) No family assistance benefits may be given to any person to 
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whom this section applies who fails without good cause to comply with the 
personal responsibility contract, or who has refused to accept a referral or 
offer of employment, training, or education in which he or she is able to 
engage subject to the penalties prescribed by the department. A person 
shall be deemed to have refused to accept a referral or offer of employment, 
training, or education if he or she does any of the following: 


(1) Willfully fails to report for an interview with respect to employ- 
ment when requested to do so by the department. 


(2) Willfully fails to report to the department the result of a referral 
to employment. 


(3) Willfully fails to report for allowable work activities as pre- 
scribed in this section. 


(g) The department shall promulgate rules and regulations for fi- 
nancial penalties for recipients who refuse to engage in allowable work 
activities, subject to the Administrative Procedure Act. 


Section 21. (a) The department shall provide notice and opportu- 
nity for a hearing to any aggrieved person when the actions of the department 
would adversely affect the individual’s or family’s right to assistance, ben- 
efits, or services. 


(b) For purposes of subsection (a), an “aggrieved person” shall 
include any person alleging any one of the following: 


(1) Denial of financial assistance, benefits, or services. 


(2) Failure to act on his or her application for assistance in a rea- 
sonable time period. 


(3) Suspension, reduction, or discontinuance of assistance, ben- 
efits, or services. 


Section 22. State agencies are encouraged to establish recruitment 
and hiring goals which target jobs requiring a high school diploma or less to 
be filled with welfare or food stamp recipients. A question concerning 
receipt of family assistance benefits or food stamps may be added to the 
state employment application for purposes of targeting these applicants. 
Each agency annually shall report to the Alabama Welfare Reform Over- 
sight Commission the number of family assistance benefit recipients em- 
ployed in comparison to the established goal. 


Section 23. The department and the county welfare reform coordi- 
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nating council shall carry out an intense public information campaign to 
inform low income workers, and especially family assistance recipients, of 
the availability of and application rules for the federal Earned Income Tax 
Credit (EITC), in order to maximize the refundable credit of federal income 
tax for those persons. The information campaign shall include publishing 
and circulating bulletins or notices to recipients of family assistance ben- 
efits and other public assistance that publicize and explain EITC and the 
criteria for family eligibility for the EITC. The department and the county 
welfare reform coordinating council also shall carry out an intense infor- 
mation campaign to inform employers of the availability of and the criteria 
for eligibility for the Work Opportunity Tax Credit (WOTC) which offers 
employers a credit against their federal tax liability for hiring people from 
certain groups, including family assistance recipients and any available state 
income tax credit for employers who hire persons receiving family assis- 
tance benefits. 


Section 24. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 25. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 26. This act shall become effective on July 1, 1997, fol- 
lowing its passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becom- 
ing law.

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 82 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Mobile County; prohibiting certain types of entertain- 
ment, attire, and conduct, having certain nudity, or sexual conduct, or the 
depiction or simulation thereof, upon the premises of an establishment within 
the unincorporated areas of Mobile County, Alabama, which is licensed to 
sell, serve, or dispense alcoholic beverages or otherwise allow the consump- 
tion of alcoholic beverages on the premises. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Legislature finds that nudity, sexual conduct, and 
the depiction or simulation thereof in conjunction with the furnishing of 
alcoholic beverages in public places is contrary to the safety, health, and 
morals of the inhabitants of Mobile County, Alabama, and is desirous of 
prohibiting such conduct. This act is therefore enacted pursuant to the 
authority granted in Article IV, Section 104 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, that allows local legislation to regulate or prohibit alcoholic bever- 
age traffic and as otherwise granted in the Constitution of Alabama of 1901. 


Section 2. The following words, terms, and phrases shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) PERSON. Any natural person, firm, association, joint ven- 
ture, partnership, corporation, or any other entity. 


(2) LICENSED ESTABLISHMENT. Any business operating 
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pursuant to a license issued by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board within an unincorporated area of Mobile County, Alabama, which 
sells, serves, or dispenses alcoholic beverages or otherwise allows the con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages on the premises. 


Section 3. The following types of entertainment, attire, and con- 
duct are prohibited upon any premises of a licensed establishment within 
the unincorporated area of Mobile County: 


(1) The employment or use of any person, in any capacity, in the 
sale or service of alcoholic beverages while the person is unclothed or in 
such attire, costume, or clothing, as to expose to view any portion of the 
female breast below the top of the areola, or of any portion of the male or 
female pubic hair, anus, cleft of the buttocks, vulva, or genitals. 


(2) Live entertainment where any person appears in the manner 
described in paragraph a. below of this subsection or where the persons 
perform, or the person performs, acts of or acts which simulate any of the 
following: 


a. Sexual intercourse, masturbation, sodomy, bestiality, oral copu- 
lation, flagellation, or any sexual act which is prohibited by law. 


b. The caressing, licking, kissing, or fondling of the breasts, but- 
tocks, anus, or genitals. 


c. The displaying of the male or female pubic hair, anus, vulva, or 
genitals. 


(3) The holding, promotion, sponsoring, or allowance of any con- 
test, promotion, special night, event, or any other activity where patrons of 
the licensed establishment are encouraged or allowed to engage in any of 
the conduct described in this section; provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained in this Section 3 shall apply to the premises of any performance 
house, museum, or theater which derives less than 20 percent of its gross 
annual income from the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Section 4. (a) Any person violating any provision of this act shall 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of not less than one dollar ($1) nor 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) and may also be imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period of not more than six months at the discretion of the 
court trying the case. 


(b) Any licensed establishment which knowingly allows any person 
to violate any provision of this act on the premises of a licensed establish- 
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ment shall also be subject to being prosecuted and punished under the gen- 
eral statutes of this state as if the violator were operating without a valid 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board license. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED

To amend Sections 25-4-72 and 40-18-100, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to unemployment compensation weekly benefits, to further provide 
for the amount of unemployment compensation benefits; to include the 
Department of Industrial Relations as a claimant agency for the purpose of 
seeking relief through setoff debt collection; and to provide for a retroactive 
effect. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 25-4-72 and 40-18-100, Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“§95-4-72. 


“(a) For weeks of unemployment during benefit years which begin 
before the effective date of subsection (b) of this section, an individual’s 
weekly benefit amount shall be as prescribed by this section as amended 


through Apri7,4992 July 3, 1994. 


“(b) For weeks of unemployment during benefit years beginning on 
or after Ai 31994 July 6, 1997, an individual’s weekly benefit amount 
shall be an amount equal to one twenty-fourth of the average of the wages 
for insured work paid to him the individual during the two quarters of his or 
her base period in which such total wages were the highest; except, that: 


“(1) If the amount thus derived is not a multiple of $4.99 one dollar 


($1), fractional parts of $4.00 one dollar ($1) in excess of $54 fifty cents 
($.50) shall be rounded to the next higher multiple of $4.06 one dollar ($1) 
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and fractional parts of $4.00 one dollar ($1) which are $-54 fifty cents 
($.50) or less shall be dropped to the next lower multiple of $4.00 one 
dollar ($1). 


“(2) If the amount derived before the application of subdivision (1) 
of this subsection is not in excess of $24.50 forty-four dollars and fifty 
cents ($44.50), there shall be no weekly benefit amount. 


“(3) Effective with benefit years beginning on or after A#y34994 
July 6, 1997, if the amount thus derived is more than $479.56 one hundred 
eighty-nine dollars and fifty cents ($189.50), the weekly maximum benefit 
amount shall be $489.00 one hundred ninety dollars ($190). 


“(c) If, as a condition for approval of this section for full tax credit 
against the tax imposed by the federal Unemployment Tax Act, federal law 
should require a greater maximum weekly benefit amount than that pro- 
vided herein, then the maximum weekly benefit amount shall be the mini- 
mum required by any such federal law for such approval.

“1, The Alabama Student Grant Program provided for by Chapter

(a) Upon a determination by the Department of Revenue that a 
valid abatement was in effect at the time of an erroneous payment of any 
noneducational ad valorem taxes, construction related transaction taxes, 
except those local construction related transaction taxes levied for educa- 
tional purposes or for capital improvements for education, or mortgage and 
recording taxes, improperly imposed upon a nontaxable event occurring 
during the maximum abatement period, the governmental entity responsible 
for the collection of the tax at issue shall refund the tax to the taxpayer who 
made the erroneous payment of the tax. 


(b) Any taxpayer may file a petition for refund with the Department 
for any overpayment of tax or other amount erroneously paid to the 
Department or concerning any tax which the Department is required to 
administer. In the case of petition for refund for sales or use taxes such 
petition must be filed jointly by the taxpayer who collected and paid over 
the tax to the Department and the consumer/purchaser who paid the tax to 
the taxpayer. However, a direct petition may be filed by the taxpayer if the 
taxpayer never collected the tax from the consumer/purchaser, or if the tax 
has been credited or repaid to the consumer/purchaser by the taxpayer. Any 
sales or use tax that is erroneously paid to a local or municipal government 
must be refunded by such government if the Department is not responsible 
for collection. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 
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Section 4. All laws or parts of laws, including the provisions of 
any general, special or local laws, which conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This act shall be retroactively effective to May 21, 1992, 
following its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law; provided, however that no refunds shall be due or issued 
as a result of the retroactive effective date of this act.

“b. The costs of acquiring land or rights in land and any cost 
incidental thereto, including recording fees. 


“c. The costs of contract bonds and of insurance of all kinds that 
may be required or necessary during the acquisition, construction or instal- 
lation of a qualifying project. 
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“d. The costs of architectural and engineering services, including 
test borings, surveys, estimates, plans and specifications, preliminary in- 
vestigations, environmental mitigation and supervision of construction, as 
well as for the performance of all the duties required by or consequent upon 
the acquisition, construction and installation of a qualifying project. 


“e. The costs associated with installation of fixtures and equip- 
ment; surveys, including archaeological and environmental surveys; site 
tests and inspections; subsurface site work; excavation; removal of struc- 
tures, roadways, cemeteries, and other surface obstructions; filling, grad- 
ing, paving and provisions for drainage, storm water retention, installation 
of utilities, including water, sewer, sewage treatment, gas, electricity, com- 
munications, and similar facilities; off-site construction of utility exten- 
sions to the boundaries of the property. 


“f. All other costs of a nature comparable to those described, in- 
cluding, without limitation, all project costs which are required to be capi- 
talized for federal income tax purposes pursuant to 26 U.S.C. §263A.

capital costs shall include the net present value of the payments made by the

“(7) Investing company. Any corporation, partnership, limited li- 
ability company, proprietorship, trust or other business entity, regardless of 
form, making a qualified investment. 


“(8) New employees. Those persons who have not been previously 
employed at the site on which the qualifying project is or will be located or 
by an investing company or companies in the state; will be employed full- 
time at the qualifying project; and will be subject to the personal income tax 
imposed by Section 40-18-2, upon commencement of employment at the 
qualifying project.

“(a) As used in this section the following words shall have the mean- 
ings ascribed to them as follows: 


“(1) CONTRACTOR. Any natural person, partnership, company, 
firm, corporation, association, limited liability company, cooperative, or 
other legal entity licensed by the Alabama state licensing board for general 
contractors. 


“(2) NONRESIDENT CONTRACTOR. A contractor whe which 
is neither G@ a. organized and existing under the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama, nor G¥ b. maintains its principal place of business in the State of 
Alabama. A nonresident contractor whe which has maintained a permanent 
branch office within the State of Alabama for at least five continuous years 
shall not thereafter be deemed to be a nonresident contractor so long as such 
the contractor continues to maintain a branch office within Alabama. 


“(3) RETAINAGE. That money belonging to the contractor which 
has been retained by the awarding authority conditioned on final comple- 
tion and acceptance of all work in connection with a project or projects by 
the contractor. 


“(b) Unless otherwise provided in the specifications, partial pay- 
ments w4H shall be made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar 
month, or as soon thereafter as practicable, on the estimates made and ap- 
proved by the awarding authority. In preparing estimates, the material de- 


livered on the site, materials suitably stored and insured off-site, and prepa- 
ratory work done may be taken into consideration. 


“(c) In making such the partial payments, there shall be retained 
not more than five percent of the estimated amount of work done and the 
value of materials stored on the site or suitably stored and insured off-site, 
and after 50 percent completion has been accomplished, no further retainage 
wilt shall be withheld. The retainage abeve as set out above shall be held 
until final completion and acceptance of all work covered by the contract 
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unless the escrow or deposit arrangement described in subsection (d) ofthis 
section subsections (e) and (f) is utilized. In addition to other requirements, 
a nonresident contractor shall satisfy the awarding authority that he or she 
has paid all taxes due and payable to the State of Alabama or any political 
subdivision thereof prior to receiving final payment for contract work. When 
maintenance periods are included in the contract covering highways and 
bridges or similar structures, such periods shall be considered a component 
part of the contract. On completion and acceptance of each separate build- 
ing, public work or other divisions of the contract, on which a price is stated 
separately in the contract or can be separately ascertained, payment may be 
made in full, including the retained percentage thereof, less authorized de- 
ductions. Nothing in this section shall-hewever; be interpreted to require 
the awarding authority to make full payment on an item of work when such 
item of work is an integral part of a complete improvement. 


“(d) In lieu of the retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) 
of this section, the awarding authority may provide in the specifications or 
contracts an alternate procedure providing for the maintenance of an es-

“(e) Fhe An escrow account, er established pursuant to an escrow 
agreement, shall be entered into only on the following conditions: 


“(1) If the contractor shall have entered into more than one con- 
struction contract allowing for the maintenance of escrow accounts, the 
contractor may elect to combine the amounts held in lieu of retainage under 
each contract into one or more escrow accounts or may elect to establish a 
separate escrow account for each contract. 


“(2) Only state or national banks chartered within the State of Ala- 
bama or savings and loan associations domiciled in the State of Alabama 
may Serve as an escrow agent. 


“(3) The escrow agent must limit the investment of funds held in 
escrow in lieu of retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) of this 
section to savings accounts, certificates of deposit or similar time deposit 
investments (which may, at the election of the contractor, be in an amount 
in excess of the maximum dollar amount of coverage by the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation, the Federal Savings & Loan Insurance Cor- 
poration, or other similar agency), U. S. treasury bonds, U. S. treasurer 
notes, U. S. treasurer certificates of indebtedness, U. S. treasury bills, bonds 
or notes of the State of Alabama or bonds of any political subdivision of the 
State of Alabama. 
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“(4) As interest on all investments held in escrow becomes due, it 
shall be collected by the escrow agent and paid to the contractor. 


“(5) The escrow agent shall periodically acknowledge to the award- 
ing authority and contractor the amount and value of the escrow account 
held by the escrow agent, and any additions to the escrow account by the 
awarding authority shall be reported immediately to the contractor. With- 
drawals from the escrow account shall only be made subject to the written 
approval of the awarding authority. 


“(6) Upon default or overpayment, as determined by the awarding 
authority, of any contract or contracts subject to this procedure, and upon 
the written demand of the awarding authority, the escrow agent shall within 
10 days deliver a certified cashier’s check to the awarding authority in the 
amount of the escrow account balance (subject to the redemption value of 
such investments at the time of disbursement) relating to the contract or 
contracts in default. 


“(7) The escrow account may be terminated upon completion and 
acceptance of the contract or contracts as provided in subsections (c) and 
) (h) of this section. 


“(8) All fees and expenses of the escrow agent shall be paid by the 
contractor to the escrow agent and if not paid shall constitute a lien on the 
interest accruing to the escrow account and shall be paid therefrom. 


“(9) The escrow account shall constitute a specific pledge to the 
awarding authority, and the contractor shall not, except to his surety, other- 
wise assign, pledge, discount, sell or transfer his interest in said escrow 
account, the funds in which shall not be subject to levy, garnishment, at- 
tachment or any other process whatsoever. 


“(10) The form of the escrow agreement and provisions thereof in 
compliance herewith, as well as such other provisions as the awarding au- 
thority shall from time to time prescribe, shall be subject to written ap- 
proval of the awarding authority. The approval of the escrow agreement by 
the awarding authority shall authorize the escrow agent to accept appoint- 
ment in such capacity. 


“(11) The awarding authority shall not be liable to the contractor 
or his surety for the failure of the escrow agent to perform under the escrow 
agreement, or for the failure of any financial institution to honor invest- 
ments issued by it which are held in the escrow account.

The agreement 
shall be entered into by similar ordinances, in the case of municipalities, or 
resolutions, in the case of other contracting agencies, adopted by each of 
the participating governing bodies, which shall set forth the categories of

This article shall not apply to the 
leasing or sale of timber from unused lands under Section 9-15-1 et seq.; to 
the leasing or sale of timber from schoo] lands and swamp and overflowed 
lands under Section 9-15-30 et seq.; to the leasing of oil, gas, and other 
minerals under Section 9-17-60 et seq.; real property sold by the Department 
of Revenue under tax sales and redemptions; to the sale of property by the 
Alabama Historical Commission under Section 41-9-249(7); to reversions 
made under Section 3 1-4-18; to the sale or conveyance of real property by 
the Alabama Housing Finance Authority or to property traded in Right of 
Way Negotiations or Sales of Excess Right of Way or uneconomic rem- 
nants by the State Department of Transportation. Notwithstanding any 
other provisions of this article, the Alabama Forestry Commission shall 
have the authority to conduct real property sales in accordance with this 
article without going through the Lands Division. In so doing, the Alabama 
Forestry Commission shall comply with all other provisions of this article. 
This article shall not apply to the granting of easements, rights-of-way for 
utilities, roads, streets, and sidewalks where there is no competitive market. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, institutions and sys- 
tems of higher education with separately constituted boards of trustees or 
those institutions of higher education subject to the supervision and author- 
ity of the State Board of Education that have written policies and proce- 
dures governing transfers of interest in real property have the authority to 
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conduct real property sales and leases by public auction or publicly sought 
sealed bid in accordance with procedures in the article for advertising and 
receiving bids, without going through the Lands Division of the State 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. Furthermore, in those 
cases in which it can be economically justified and it is deemed to be in the 
best interest of the institution or system and the State of Alabama to offer 
an interest in real property for sale or lease through a listing with a duly 
licensed real estate broker who shall publicize the offer in accordance with 
customary practices or through negotiation after publicly announced re- 
quests for proposals to sell or lease the property are made, rather than through 
a procedure otherwise described in this article, the institution or system 
may do so, provided that a written declaration setting forth the specific 
reasons why it is deemed to be in the best interest of the institution or sys- 
tem and the State of Alabama to make specific sale or lease in question in 
such manner is made by an agent of the institution authorized by the board 
of trustees or the State Board of Education, and subsequently ratified by the 
board of trustees or the State Board of Education and the document shall be 
retained and made a part of the permanent file and shall be open to public 
inspection. Sales and leases transacted as described in this section shall be 
deemed to be in compliance with all provisions of this article. Ground leases 
and leases of facilities by institutions of higher education to social or pro- 
fessional organizations, faculty members, employees, or for institution-re- 
lated purposes which are designed to enhance the operation of the institu- 
tion and are declared to be in the best interest of the institution by the board 
of trustees or the State Board of Education, are exempt from the provisions 
of this article. Such declaration shall be maintained as aforesaid. 


“Except as set out hereinafter, nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to apply in any manner to the sale or lease of any real property or 
any interest therein owned in whole or in part by any county or municipal 
board of education, any county or municipal government or any of their 
respective boards, agencies, departments, corporations or instrumentalities 
including corporations and/or boards in regard to which any county or 
municipal governing body is a determining or appointing authority. Pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply in any man- 
ner to the sale or lease of any real property or interest therein owned by the 
State of Alabama and the departments, boards, bureaus, commissions, in- 
strumentalities, corporations and agencies of the state to any county or 
municipal board of education, any county or municipal governing body or 
any of their respective boards, agencies, departments, corporations or in- 
strumentalities including corporations and/or boards in regard to which any 
county or municipal governing body is a determining or appointing author- 
ity, subject to the condition that such property or any interest therein is not 
resold, leased or otherwise transferred in whole or in part to any private 
person, firm or corporation without compliance with the provisions of this 
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article. Provided, however, that if the property is to be sold within five 
years from the date it was acquired, the state shall have the right to repur- 
chase the property at the price it was sold by the state. Provided, further, 
that all such transactions between any county or municipal board of educa- 
tion, any county or municipal government or any of their respective boards, 
agencies, departments, corporations or instrumentalities including corpora- 
tions or boards and the state or any department, board, bureau, commis- 
sions, instrumentalities, corporations and agencies of the state shall have 
the approval of the Governor and written notice of such transaction shall be 
given to the Lands Division of the Conservation Department at least 30 
days before the closing of such transaction. 


“Provided, further, that notwithstanding any other provision of this 
article, this article shall not apply to lease-leaseback transactions entered 
into by institutions and systems of higher education with separately consti- 
tuted boards of trustees provided that any such institution or system of 
higher education shall at all times remain the owner of any real property the 
subject of any such lease-leaseback transaction.” 


Section 2. (a) No officer or employee of an awarding authority and 
no person acting or purporting to act on behalf of such officer or employee 
of an awarding authority, except a public agency or authority created pur- 
suant to agreement or compact with another state, shall, with respect to any 
public works contract, require the bidder to obtain or procure any surety 
bond or contract of insurance specified in connection with such contract or 
specified by any law, ordinance, or regulation from a particular surety com- 
pany, insurance company, bonding company, agent, or broker. No officer, 
employee, person, firm, or corporation acting or purporting to act on behalf 
of any officer or employee of an awarding authority shall negotiate, make 
application, obtain, or procure any surety bond or contract of insurance, 
except contracts of insurance for builder’s risk or owner’s protective liabil- 
ity, which shall be obtained or procured by the bidder, contractor, or sub- 
contractor. 


(b) The provisions of subsection (a) shall not prevent an officer or 
employee on behalf of an awarding authority from exercising the right to 
approve the form, sufficiency, or manner of execution of the surety bonds 
or contracts of insurance furnished by the surety company, insurance com- 
pany, or bonding company selected by the bidder to underwrite surety bonds 
or contracts of insurance. The insurance company, bonding company, or 
surety company shall meet all requirements for such companies otherwise 
provided for by law. 


(c) All provisions in any invitation for bids or in any of the con- 
tract documents in conflict with this section are declared to be void and 
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unenforceable as contrary to the public policy of this state. 


Section 3. Notwithstanding any other laws to the contrary, this act 
shall control all public works contracts on the state, county, and municipal 
levels of government in the State of Alabama.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Regulating the installing and servicing of alarm systems; the in- 
stalling and servicing of fire detection, fire alarm, or fire communication 
systems; and the providing of locksmith services; creating the Alabama 
Electronic Security Board of Licensure and specifying its composition, pow- 
ers, and duties; creating a special fund to be known as the Alabama Elec- 
tronic Security Board of Licensure Fund; providing for an appropriation 
from the fund to the board for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1998, in 
an amount deemed necessary by the board; and providing for the licensure 
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process, fees, violations, enforcement, application, and monetary, civil, and 
criminal penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) For the purpose of regulating alarm system install- 
ers, the following terms shall have the following meanings unless the con- 
text clearly indicates otherwise: 


(1) ALARM SYSTEM. Burglar alarms, television cameras, or 
other electrical or electronic device used to prevent or detect burglary, theft, 
shoplifting, pilferage, and other similar losses. The term does not include 
any fire detection, fire alarm, or fire communication system licensed pursu- 
ant to this act. 


(2) ALARM SYSTEM INSTALLER. A person or business entity 
that offers to undertake, represents itself as being able to undertake, or does 
undertake the installation or service, or both, of alarm systems for the pub- 
lic for any type of compensation. 


(3) BURGLAR ALARM. An assembly of equipment and devices, 
or a single device such as a solid-state unit which plugs directly into an AC 
line, designed to detect an unauthorized intrusion or an attempted robbery 
at a protected premises or signal public police or private guards to respond, 
or both. 


(4) INSTALLATION. The initial placement of equipment or the 
extension, modification, or alteration of equipment after initial placement. 


(5) SERVICE. Necessary repair in order to return the system to 
operational condition. 


(b) For the purpose of regulating fire protection installers the fol- 
lowing terms shall have the following meanings unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: 


(1) FIRE DETECTION, FIRE ALARM, or FIRE COMMUNI- 
CATION SYSTEM. A system as required by state fire and building codes 
capable through audible or visible means of indicating a warning that fire 
or combustion has taken or is taking place; and any arrangement of materi- 
als, the function of which is to provide indication of fire, smoke, or combus- 
tion in its incipient stages and includes automatic fire protection monitoring 
equipment. Excluded are single and multiple station alarm devices as in- 
stalled in one- or two-family dwellings. 


(2) FIRE PROTECTION INSTALLER. A person or business en- 
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tity that offers to undertake, represents itself as being able to undertake, or 
does undertake the installation or service, or both, of fire detection, fire 
alarm, and fire communication systems, or any part of those systems for the 
public for any type of compensation. Excluded are electrical contractors 
installing wire and conduit and mounting devices under the supervision of a 
licensee. 


(3) INSTALLATION. The initial placement of equipment or the 
extension, modification, or alteration of equipment after initial placement. 


(4) SERVICE. Necessary repair in order to return the system to 
operational condition. 


(c) For the purpose of regulating locksmiths, the following terms 
shall have the following meanings unless the context clearly indicates oth- 
erwise: 


(1) LOCKSMITH. A natural person who performs locksmith ser- 
vices for the public for any type of compensation and has received a license 
pursuant to this act. 


(2) LOCKSMITH SERVICES. Engaging in any of the following 
activities: 


a. Repairing, rebuilding, rekeying, repinning, servicing, adjusting, 
opening, or installing locks, mechanical or electronic security devices, safes, 
vaults, or safe deposit boxes. 


b. Operating a mechanical or electrical security device, safe, or 
vault by a means other than those intended by the manufacturer of such 
locking devices, safes, or vaults. 


Section 2. (a) The Alabama Electronic Security Board of Licen- 
sure is created. 


(b) The board, which shall reflect the racial, gender, geographic, 
urban and rural, and economic diversity of the state, shall consist of the 
following members to be appointed by the Governor: 


(1) One member representing the fire protection industry selected 
from three nominees submitted by the Alabama Alarm Association. 


(2) One member representing the alarm system industry selected 
from three nominees submitted by the Alabama Alarm Association. 
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(3) One member of the Alabama Fire Marshals Association se- 
lected from three nominees submitted by that association. 


(4) One member of the Alabama Fire Chiefs Association selected 
from three nominees submitted by that association. 


(5) One member of the Alabama Locksmith Association selected 
from three nominees submitted by that association. 


(6) One member of the Alabama Consulting Engineers Association 
selected from three nominees submitted by that association. 


(7) One member of the Business Council of Alabama selected from 
three nominees submitted by the Business Council of Alabama. 


(8) One member of the Alabama Association of Realtors, Inc., se- 
lected from three nominees submitted by that association. 


(9) One member of the Alabama Sheriff’s Association selected from 
three nominees submitted by that association. 


(10) One member who is an alarm system or fire protection system 
manufacturer selected from three nominees submitted by the Alabama Alarm 
Association. 

(11)A person representative of the consumers of the state. 


(c)(1) The terms of the board members shall be four years. 


(2) Of these members first appointed, four shall be appointed to 
four-year terms, four for three-year terms, and three for two-year terms. 


(3) Any vacancy occurring other than by expiration of terms shall 
be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term by appointment by the 
Governor, subject to the nominating process specified in subsection (b). 


(4) No member shall serve more than two successive four-year terms. 


(5) A member shall serve until a successor is appointed and as- 
sumes office. 


(d) Members shall be paid out of the funds of the board the same 
per diem as prescribed by law for state employees for each day of atten- 
dance of board business. 
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(e) Meetings shall be held at least four times per year. Special 
meetings shall be held at the call of the chair or by a majority of the mem- 
bers. 


(f)(1) The board may adopt rules of proceedings. 

(2) A majority of the board constitutes a quorum. 

(3) The board shall elect a chair on an annual basis. 

Section 3. The board shall have all of the following powers: 


(1) License and regulate persons and business entities engaged in 
any of the following businesses: 


a. Alarm system installer. 
b. Fire protection installer. 
c. Locksmith. 


(2) Establish the qualifications for licensure to ensure competency 
and integrity to engage in these businesses. 


(3) Examine, or cause to be examined, the qualifications of each 
applicant for licensure including the preparation, administration, and grad- 
ing of examinations, and when necessary, requiring the applicant to supply 
a board approved background investigation. 


(4) License qualified applicants regulated by the board. 


(5) Revoke, suspend, or fail to renew a license for just cause as 
enumerated in the regulations of the board. 


(6) Levy and collect reasonable fees for licensure, including, but 
not limited to, the application process and testing of applicants, and re- 
newal, suspension, and reissuance of licenses, and costs of necessary hear- 
ings, that are sufficient to cover all expenses for the administration and 
operation of the board. 


(7) Promulgate rules and regulations in accordance with the Ad- 
ministrative Procedure Act necessary to perform its duties, to ensure con- 
tinued competency, to prevent deceptive, misleading, or criminal practices 
by its licensees, and to effectively administer the regulatory system admin- 
istered by the board. 
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(8) Register or by other means monitor employees of a licensee to 
ensure such employees do not impair the ability of the licensee to satisfy the 
requirements of this act. 


(9) Receive complaints concerning the conduct of any person or 
business entity whose activities are regulated by the board and to take ap- 
propriate disciplinary action if warranted. 


(10) Ensure that periodic inspections are conducted relating to the 
operations of licensees to ensure competency and lawful compliance. 


(11) Require the purchase of comprehensive liability insurance re- 
lated to business activities ina minimum specified amount. 


(12) Require licensees and employees of licensees have available a 
photo identification card at all times when providing licensed services. 


(13) Promulgate canons of ethics under which the regulated profes- 
sional activities of persons and business entities shall be conducted. 


(14) Employ or contract for necessary personnel, including a direc- 
tor, and provide necessary offices, supplies, and equipment to fulfill the 
requirements of this act. 


(15) Delegate its powers and duties by resolution to a named desig- 
nee. 


(16) Enter into contracts and expend funds of the board to fulfill 
the requirements of this act. 


Section 4. (a) The board shall promulgate regulations and stan- 
dards for the training and licensing of alarm system installers, fire protec- 
tion installers, and locksmiths. The board shall examine and license and 
may establish classifications of training and licensing for these businesses. 


(b) The board shall, after a public hearing and consultation with 
persons who are knowledgeable regarding the business and pursuant to the 
Alabama Administrative Procedure Act, establish by board rules or regula- 
tions competency standards and any changes of the standards. 


(c) The board may evaluate the competency of applicants for li- 
censes. The board may either develop and administer an examination to 
evaluate competency, or rely on an examination developed and adminis- 
tered by a national or regional professional association. 
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(d) The board may adopt rules and regulations exempting appli- 
cants from examination requirements if the applicant has been engaged in 
the business for at least two consecutive years preceding the date of appli- 
cation. 


Section 5. (a) The board shall issue licenses authorized by this act 
to all qualified individuals in accordance with rules or regulations estab- 
lished by the board. 


(b) The annual license fee as set by the board shall not exceed one 
hundred fifty dollars ($150) for an individual and seven hundred fifty dol- 
lars ($750) for a business entity. 


(c) The license shall not be transferred or assigned and is valid only 
with respect to the person to whom it is issued. 


(d)(1) No license shall be granted if the applicant has had any prior 
business license revoked for fraud, misrepresentation, or any other act that 
would constitute a violation of this act. 


(2)a. An applicant shall not be refused a license solely because of 
a prior criminal conviction, unless the criminal conviction directly relates 
to the occupation or profession for which the license is sought. The board 
may refuse a license if, based on all the information available, including the 
applicant’s record of prior convictions, the board finds that the applicant is 
unfit or unsuited to engage in the business. 


b. The board may consult with appropriate state or federal law 
enforcement authorities to verify whether an applicant has a criminal record 
prior to granting any license and, as an aid to this duty, each applicant may 
be required to provide his or her fingerprints and complete an affidavit of 
his or her criminal record, if any, as a part of the application. The board 
may periodically consult with state and federal law enforcement officials to 
determine whether current licensees have new criminal convictions. 


(e) Any license granted pursuant to this act shall expire December 
31 of each year unless it is renewed pursuant to regulations established by 
the board or unless it is suspended or revoked. 


(f) An affirmative vote of a majority of board members shall be 
required before any action to suspend or revoke a license, to impose a sanc- 
tion on a licensee, or to levy a monetary penalty. A board member shall 
disqualify himself or herself and withdraw from any case in which he or she 
cannot accord fair and impartial consideration. 
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(g) A nonresident of this state may be licensed by meeting one of 
the following requirements: 


(1) Conforming to the provisions of this act and the regulations of 
the board. 


(2) Holding a valid license in another state with which reciprocity 
has been established by the board. 


(h) A licensee shall display the license at its normal place of busi- 
ness and in a manner easily readable by the general public. 


(i) A notice shall be displayed prominently in the place of business 
of each licensee regulated pursuant to this act containing the name, mailing 
address, and telephone number of the board, and a statement informing 
consumers that complaints against licensees may be directed to the board. 


(j) The license number of a licensee shall be displayed in all adver- 
tising. 


(k) The board shall prepare information of consumer interest de- 
scribing the regulatory functions and describing the procedures of the board 
by which consumer complaints shall be filed with and resolved by the board. 
The board shall make the information available to the general public and 
appropriate state agencies. The board shall provide upon request a listing 
of all licensees. The board may collect a fee for the cost of duplicating and 
mailing materials. 


(1) Each written contract for services in the state of a licensee shall 
contain the name, mailing address, and telephone number of the board and 
a statement informing consumers that complaints against licensees may be 
directed to the board. 


(m) Notice of the issuance, revocation, reinstatement, or expiration 
of every license issued by the board shall be furnished to the sheriff of the 
county and the chief of police or the fire chief, as appropriate, and the 
inspection department of the city where the principal place of business of a 
licensee is located. 


(n) Information contained in alarm system records held by the board 
concerning the location of an alarm system, the name of the occupant resid- 
ing at the alarm system location, or the type of alarm system used shall be 
confidential and disclosed only to the board or as otherwise required by 
law. 
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Section 6. The licensing and regulatory provision of this act con- 
cerning alarm system installers shall not apply to any of the following per- 
sons, entities, or activities: 


(1) A person or business entity which sells alarm systems at the 
premises of the customer and does not install, service, or respond to the 
alarm system at the premises of the customer. 


(2) The installation, servicing, or responding to an alarm device 
which is installed in a motor vehicle, aircraft, or boat. 


(3) The installation of an alarm system on property owned by or 
leased to the installer. 


(4) A locksmith who does not install or service alarm systems. 


(5) A person or business entity who owns or installs alarm systems, 
on his or her own property or, if he or she does not charge for the system or 
its installation, installs it for the protection of his or her personal property 
located on the property of another, and does not install the system as a 
normal business practice on the property of another. 


(6) A person or business entity whose sale of an alarm system is 
exclusively over-the-counter or by mail order. 


(7) A person or business entity in the business of building construc- 
tion that installs electrical wiring and devices that may include in part the 
installation of an alarm system if both of the following apply: 


a. The person or business entity is a party to a contract that pro- 
vides that the installation shall be performed under the direct supervision 
of, inspected, and certified by a person or business entity licensed to install 
an alarm system and that the licensee assumes full responsibility for the 
installation and service of the alarm system. 


b. The person or business entity does not service or maintain the 
alarm system. 


(8) The response to an alarm system by a law enforcement agency 
or by a law enforcement officer acting in an official capacity. 


(9) A business that engages in the installation or operation of tele- 
communications facilities or equipment which are used for the transport of 
any signal, data, or information outside the continuous premises on which 
any alarm system is installed or maintained. 
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(10) Any business entity, business owner, or person, or the agent or 
employee of such business entity, business owner, or person engaging in the 
routine visual inspection or manufacturer’s or installer’s recommended test- 
ing of an alarm system subject to this act owned by the business entity, 
business owner, or person and installed on property under the control of the 
business entity, business owner, or person. 


(11) Any business entity, or person, or those engaged in property 
management, or agent or subcontractors or employees thereof, who, in the 
normal course of business, engage in the routine inspection, service, or 
replacement of such alarm systems, fire alarm or fire/smoke detection sys- 
tems, fire communication systems, security devices, or otner locking de- 
vices subject to this act, on or in property owned or under the control of 
such business entity, or person, or property manager. 


(12) Consulting engineers who design, develop, modify, or offer 
other services within the scope of their profession regarding alarm systems. 


(13) A licensed general contractor and the employees of the con- 
tractor whose activities are limited to the projects of the licensed general 
contractor. 


(14) An electrician who is licensed by the state as an electrical 
contractor or an electrician who is licensed by the city or county as a master 
electrician. 


Section 7. The licensing and regulatory provision of this act con- 
cerning fire protection installers shall not apply to any of the following: 


(1) Any person or business entity that engages in the installation or 
operation of telecommunications facilities or equipment which are used for 
the transport of any signal or information outside of the continuous pre- 
mises on which any fire detection, fire alarm, or fire communications sys- 
tem is installed or maintained. 


(2) Employees of federal, state, or local governments or members 
of legally organized fire departments while acting in their official capacity. 


(3) Any business entity, business owner, or person, or agent or 
employee of such business entity, business owner, or person, engaging in 
the routine visual inspection or manufacturer’s or installer’s recommended 
testing of fire alarm, fire detection, or fire communication systems owned 
by the business entity, business owner, or person and installed on property 
under the control of the business entity, business owner, or person. 
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(4) Any business entity, or person, or those engaged in property 
management, or agent or subcontractors or employees thereof, who, in the 
normal course of business, engage in the routine inspection, service, or 
replacement of such alarm systems, fire alarm or fire/smoke detection sys- 
tems, fire communication systems, security devices, or other locking de- 
vices subject to this act, on or in property owned or under the control of 
such business entity, or person, or property manager. 


(5) The installation and servicing of single and multiple station 
alarm devices installed in one- or two-family dwellings. 


(6) Consulting engineers who design, develop, modify, or offer other 
services within the scope of their profession regarding fire alarm, fire detec- 
tion, and fire communication systems. 


(7) A licensed general contractor and the employees of the contrac- 
tor whose activities are limited to the projects of the licensed general con- 
tractor. 


(8) An electrician who is licensed by the state as an electrical con- 
tractor or an electrician who is licensed by the city or county as a master 
electrician. 


Section 8. The licensing and regulatory provisions of this act con- 
cerning the business of locksmiths shall not apply to any of the following: 


(1) Emergency services offered during a life-threatening situation 
by a law enforcement officer, fire fighting personnel, or other governmental 
official acting within the line and scope of duty. 


(2) The acquisition or use of a device capable of copying or repro- 
ducing keys, commonly referred to as a key duplication machine, and the 
use of key blanks for such duplication and reproduction purposes. 


(3) Bona fide sales demonstrations made by sales representatives. 
(4) Servicing, installing, repairing, or rebuilding of automotive locks 
by automotive service dealers, lock manufacturers, or agents of manufac- 


turers. 


(5) Installation of locks or locking devices by building trades per- 
sonnel on projects requiring a building permit. 


(6) Any business entity, business owner, or person, or agent or 
employee of such business entity, business owner, or person, engaging in 
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the routine visual inspection or manufacturer’s or installer’s recommended 
testing of security devices, safes, vaults, and other devices subject to this 
act owned by the business entity, business owner, or person and installed on 
property under the control of the business entity, business owner, or person. 


(7) Any business entity, or person, or those engaged in property 
management, or agent or subcontractors or employees thereof, who, in the 
normal course of business, engage in the routine inspection, service, or 
replacement of such alarm systems, fire alarm or fire/smoke detection sys- 
tems, fire communication systems, security devices, or other locking de- 
vices subject to this act, on or in property owned or under the control of 
such business entity, or person, or property manager. 


(8) Consulting engineers offering professional opinions regarding 
security devices, safes, vaults, and other such devices subject to this act. 


Section 9. (a) Effective January 1, 1998, it shall be unlawful for 
any person or business entity to engage in a business regulated by this act in 
this state without a current valid license or in violation of this act and appli- 
cable rules and regulations of the board. 


(b) Effective January 1, 1998, it shall be unlawful for a person or 
business entity not licensed under this act to advertise or hold out to the 
public that he or she is a licensee of the board. 


(c) Any person or business entity who violates this act or any order, 
rule, or regulation of the board shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


(d) Effective January 1, 1998, it shall also constitute a Class A 
misdemeanor to willfully or intentionally do any of the following: 


(1) Obliterate the serial number on an alarm system or a fire detec- 
tion, fire alarm, or fire communication system for the purpose of falsifying 
service reports. 


(2) Knowingly and deliberately improperly install an alarm system 
or a fire detection, fire alarm, or fire communication system, or knowingly 
and deliberately improperly service such a system. 


(3) While holding a license, allow another person or business entity 
to use the license or license number. 


(4) Use, or permit the use of, any license by a person or business 
entity other than the one to whom the license is issued. 
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(5) Use any credential, method, means, or practice to impersonate 
a representative of the board. 


(6) Make use of any designation provided by statute or regulation 
to denote a standard of professional or occupational competence without 
being duly licensed. 


(7) Make use of any title, words, letters, or abbreviations which 
may reasonably be confused with a designation provided by statute or regu- 
lation to denote a standard of professional or occupational competence with- 
out being duly licensed. 


(8) Provide material misrepresenting facts in an application for li- 
censure or in other communications with the board. 


(9) Refuse to furnish the board information or records required or 
requested pursuant to statute or regulation. 


(e) The board may institute proceedings in equity to enjoin any 
person or business entity from engaging in any unlawful act enumerated in 
this act. Such proceedings shall be brought in the name of this state by the 
board in the circuit court of the city or county in which the unlawful act 
occurred or in which the defendant resides. 


(f) In addition to any other disciplinary action taken by the board, 
any person or business entity licensed by the board who violates this act or 
rule or regulation promulgated pursuant to this act shall be subject to a 
monetary penalty. Ifthe board determines that the person is in fact guilty of 
the violation, the board shall determine the amount of the monetary penalty 
for the violation, which shall not exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000) for 
each violation. The board may file a civil action to collect the penalty. 


(g) The board is entitled to costs and reasonable attorney fees in 
any Civil action in which it prevails. 


Section 10. (a) This act and the rules and regulations promulgated 
pursuant to this act shall have uniform force and effect throughout the state. 
A municipality or county shall not enact an order, ordinance, rule, or regu- 
lation requiring a person or business entity to obtain a certification or li- 
cense from the municipality or county, other than proof of a valid license 
issued by the board. 


(b) This act shall not affect any general statute requiring a business 
license for an alarm system installer, fire protection installer, or locksmith. 
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(c) Nothing in this act limits the power of a municipality, a county, 
or the state to require the submission and approval of plans and specifica- 
tions or to regulate the quality and character of work performed by contrac- 
tors through a system of licenses, fees, and inspections otherwise autho- 
rized by law for the protection of the public health and safety. 


Section 11. A separate special revenue trust fund in the State Trea- 
sury to be known as the Alabama Electronic Security Board of Licensure 
Fund is established. All receipts collected by the board under this act are to 
be deposited into this fund and shall be used only to carry out the provisions 
of this act. The receipts shall be disbursed only by warrant of the State 
Comptroller upon the State Treasury, upon itemized vouchers approved by 
the chair of the board. No funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as 
budgeted and allotted according to Sections 41-4-80 to 41-4-96, inclusive, 
and 41-19-1 to 41-19-12, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, and only in 
amounts as stipulated in the general appropriations bill or other appropria- 
tions bills. 


Section 12. There is appropriated from the Alabama Electronic 
Security Board of Licensure Fund to the Alabama Electronic Security Board 
of Licensure such amount as is deemed necessary by the board for fiscal 
year 1997-98. 


Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 15. This act shall become effective on the first day of the 
third month following its passage and approval by the Governor, or its 
otherwise becoming law.

To amend Section 36-21-2, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide fur- 
ther for the subsistence allowance for certain law enforcement officers. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 36-21-2, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“§36-21-2. 


“(a) Any state law enforcement officer of the State of Alabama 
who is employed by the Department of Public Safety, Department of Indus- 
trial Relations, Department of Conservation and Natural Resources, Ala- 
bama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, Department of Agriculture and 
Industries, Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences, the Transportation 
Enforcement Division of the Alabama Public Service Commission, Ala- 
bama Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board, ef probation and parole officers of 
the Alabama Board of Pardons and Paroles, fire marshals of the Department 
of Insurance, revenue enforcement officers of the Department of Revenue, 
law enforcement officers of the State Capitol Police, any investigator em- 
ployed by a district attorney on a full-time basis, or correctional officers of 
the Department of Corrections shall receive a subsistence allowance of eight 
dollars-{$8) twelve dollars ($12) for each working day of a pay period while 
engaged in the performance of the duties as a law enforcement officer. This 
allowance shall be in addition to all other compensation, expenses, and 
allowances provided those officers. 


“(b) The subsistence allowance shall not be subject to any income 
or other taxes levied by the State of Alabama or the federal government. 


“(c) The act adding this amendatory language regarding the 
Department of Corrections correctional officers shall be phased-in in the 
amount of one dollar ($1) per fiscal year for the eight 12 years beginning 
October 1, 1995. In any year that it is determined by Senate Joint Resolu- 
tion or House Joint Resolution enacted by both houses and signed by the 
Governor that because of fiscal emergency the implementation of the one 
dollar ($1) per fiscal year shall be suspended for that year only, this subsis- 
tence allowance, or any portion thereof, may be suspended. 
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“(d) The additional subsistence allowance added pursuant to this 
1997 amendatory act for all law enforcement officers listed in subsection 
(a), but excluding those officers listed in subsection (c), shall become effec- 
tive October 1, 1997.”

Mr. President: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed Senate Bill 
with the original Senate Bill, and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


SB 488. Toamend Sections 40-18-190, 40-18-193, 40-18-197, 
and 40-18-198 of the Code of Alabama 1975 to clarify that if an investing 
company fails to meet the employment or wage criteria with respect to a 
qualifying project in any year subsequent to the year in which the qualify- 
ing project is placed in service, the investing company may still claim the 
capital credit in each future year in which it again meets such criteria, pro- 
vided, however, that in no event shall an investing company be able to claim 
a capital credit in any year after: (1) the third year in which the company 
failed to meet the wage and employment requirements of existing law; or 
(2) the expiration of twenty years from the year in which the qualifying 
project is initially placed in service; to clarify the definition of a “headquar- 
ters facility” under existing law; to allow otherwise qualifying capital costs 
incurred by a city or county government or a public industrial development
